She also claim s that the dep artm en t 
has n ev er adeq u ately in fo rm ed p aren ts o f 
the tim e lim itatio n , m akin g it imp o ssib le 
fo r them to kn o w the g u idelin es an d that 
she was den ied her rig ht to file a w ritten 
req u est fo r a waiv er fo the o f the deadlin e.

Similarly, either President 
Gerald Ford or R onald R eagan 
will shortly become the R e­ 
publican nominee on the basis 
of considerably less than 5 
million primary votes apiece. 
Those are depressing 
statistics, for they indicate 
ho w painfully few persons in a 
nation with a voting age 
population of nearly 140 
million bothered to participate 
in the pre-convention political 
process this year. 
Only 43.8 per cent of eligible 
registered voters turned out for 
the 
presidential 
preference 
primaries, slightly more than 
the 42.6 per cent turnout in 
1972. Because there were so 
ma ny Democratic candidates 
in the field, Carter was able to 
win handily with only 39 per 
cent of the total Democratic 
primary votes cast. Ford and 


R eagan have split the R e 
publican primary votes 49 per 
cent to 50,5 per cent, respec­ 
tively. 


In the caucus states, the 
turnout was much poorer, even 
though new Democratic Party 
rules provided for mass de­ 
legate selection sessions and a 
/ouch more open process than 
in the past. The best turnout 
rate in a caucus state was 19 
per cent in Connecticut, less 
than half the average turnout 
rate in primary states. 
The result of such indif­ 
ference is that more than half 
of the nations’s eligible voters 
will be faced with a choice 
between two men in the fall 
whom they played no role in 
helping to select for the con­ 
test and both of whom they 
may therefore dislike or resent . 
Voter turnout is traditional­ 
ly higher for the general elec­ 
tion tries, but hardly 
something to shout about. 
It has been falling steadily 


since 1960. when 63 per cent of 
the 
voting 
age 
population 
chose 
John 
Kennedy 
over 
R ichard Nixon. In 1972, a year 
of emotional social issues and 
heated Vietnam rhetoric, only 
56.7 per cent participated. 
Some experts believe that 
apathy and frustration have 
grown 
greatly 
since 
then, 
fueled by White House corrup­ 
tion 
and 
an 
inability 
of 
Washington to straighten out 
the economy, and that the 
voter turnout this year may be 
much lower than 1972. 
Whether that is true may de­ 
pend upon how sharply Carter 
and his GOP opponent define 
the issues and whether they 
can restore a sense of credibili­ 
ty to the process. 
Widespread 
voter 
apathy 
tends to hurt Democrats, who 
rely heavily on young people, 
blacks, low-income families 
and blue-collar workers more 
than the R epublicans, whose 
affluent and motivated sub­ 
urban voters are most likely to 


vote anyway. Thus the De 
m o c r a t i c 
N a t i o n a l 
Committee's principal chore 
in the Carter campaign will be 
to mount a massive voter re­ 
gistration drive. 
Many political observers feel 
that much of the low voter 
turnout can be blamed on 
awkward registration pro­ 
cedures. Money barriers and 
phony intelligence tests which 
were used for so many year* to 
prevent 
blacks 
and 
other 
minorities from voting have 
now fallen. But registration is 
still confusing and inconve­ 
nient for those who have no 
transportation or those not 
sufficiently politically attuned 
to remember filing deadlines 
that differ in each state and 
often fall weeks or months 
before the actual election date. 
There has been a move in 
Congress for many years to 
establish a simple system of 


postcard registration, which 
would involve nothing more 
complicated than filling out 
name, address and party af­ 
filiation and mailing it in to 
election officials. Some states 
have tried this system locally 
with considerable success 
Yet the bill has repeatedly 
been stalled by opponents who 
fear 
u n s p e c ifie d 
ad- 
ministrative problems or 
widespread fraud. 
Some foreign countries have 
made voting compulsory, with 
excellent results. Australia, for 
instance, claims a 97 per cent 
turnout. 
But forcing citizens to do 
their duty and exercise their 
rights is not the American 
way. If voters will not take 
advantage of the privilege of 
participation this democracy 
affords them, they will have to 
accept political verdicts made 
by the active few.

Rea g a n Cla ims Vo te Ga ins 


President Ford may pick up most of 
Mississippi’s 30 convention votes as a result 
of the delegation leader’s switch to him from 
R onald R eagan. But R eagan’s forces counter 
with claims they have eroded Ford’s strength 
in Pennsylvania. 
The two states currently are center stage in 
the battle for the R epublican presidential 
nomination. In both cases, R eagan's an­ 
nouncement that he wants Sen. R ichard 
Schweiker, R -Pa,, as his running mate makes 
the difference. 
R eagan has lost at least four delegates since 
picking Schweiker, and may lose more in the 
conservative South. But surveys in the Far 
West showed the Californian’s support hold­ 
ing firm despite open unhappiness over 
Schweiker by many of the delegates. 
A better picture of the Pennsylvania situ­ 
ation emerges today when the 103-member 
delegation caucuses on Capitol Hill, talks to 
Schweiker, and visits the White House to 
meet with Ford in late afternoon. 
Meanwhile, in Plains. Ga., Jimmy Carter 
and his Democratic running mate Sen. Walter 
Mondale got a foreign policy briefing from 
CIA Director George Bush, and scheduled an 
end today to their four days of intensive issues 
studies in various fields. 
After completing the economic session 
Wednesday, Carter outlined some of his goals, 
which include reducing inflation to 4 per cent 
a year and stabilizing the economic growth 
rate at 4 to 6 per cent annually. 
Schweiker claimed Wednesday he has con­ 
verted six Ford delegates to R eagan in Penn­ 
sylvania and “ in excess" of 13 others have 


moved from Ford to the uncommitted col­ 
umn. 
Drew Lewis. Ford’s Pennsylvania chairman, 
discounted the claim and asked Schweiker to 
name the delegates to back up his statements. 
UPI shows 80 votes for Ford, eight for 
R eagan and 15 uncommitted in Pennsylvania 
Mississippi was once considered strong R e­ 
agan territory but a survey by UPI of 54 of the 
60 delegates, who will cast half votes at the 
convention, showed a surge of Ford strength 
there. 
Ford had only 3 of the 30 Mississippi votes 
in an earlier UPI survey, but jumped to 121 j 
in the latest tally. His total could go higher 
as a result of the Wednesday night announce­ 
ment by leader Clarke R eed that he han 
decided to support Ford instead of R eagan. 
R eagan, who had 24 in the earlier count, 
now showed up with only 9. There were 51i 
uncommitted, and 6 delegates representing 3 
votes couldn't be reached. 
Both Ford and R eagan have scheduled trips 
to Mississippi in personal efforts to woo the 
delegates. Ford Friday and R eagan next 
Wednesday. 
In its nationwide delegate count, UPI 
showed Ford at 1,119, or 11 short of the 
number needed for nomination R eagan had 
1,028 and there were 112 uncommitted. 
Mississippi's votes were counted as all 
uncommitted by UPI since neither candidate 
had a majority of the delegates. A majority is 
needed to invoke the state’s unit rule — under 
which the delegates have agreed to cast their 
votes as a bloc for one candidate.

When I tell you what Stark 
did to deserve such pun­ 
ishment, you will readily agree 
that it was truly a federal 
offense. 
Among other things, Stark 


allegedly failed to file annual 
reports for 1974 and 1975. 
If there is any crime the 
federal government cannot to­ 
lerate, it is the failure to file 
annual reports. 
Limited amnesty for Viet­ 
nam deserters, yes. Full par­ 
dons for any felonies or misde­ 
meanors committed by former 
presidents, yes. But failure to 
file annual reports... 
Well, you can see what 
would happen. Let a dog 
dealer in Valley Center, Kan., 
get away with skipping his 
federal paperwork and the 
next thing vou know the whole 
system collapses. 
Several questions in connec­ 
tion with this case may have 
popped into your mind. One of 
which is, how did the govern­ 
ment find Valley Center? 
The USDA press release 
does not touch on that point.

Nghi Van Nguyen, 19, a Viet­ 
namese refugee with no formal 
training in fashion design, won 
a $2,600 scholarship with the 
Fashion Institute and praise 
from movie costume designer 
Edith Head. 


" I have always been in­ 
terested in design,” Nghi said. 
"But before I won the contest 
I would not be able to go to 
school until January 1977." 
N ghi, his mother, four 
brothers and two sisters fled 
Da Nang during the Com­ 
munist takeover and lived at 
Camp Pendleton Marine Base 
for more than sii months until 
they were sponsored by a San 
Diego woman. 
A high school student in San 
Diego, Nghi has studied paint­ 
ing and drawing but no design. 
The contest, with more than 
500 entrants, also offered a 
study tour in Europe. 
“ In Vietnam we didn’t have 
much fashion designing," he 
said. "Most of the clothes are 
brought from Europe. Viet­ 
nam doesn’t have a fashion 
design school. We leam by 
ourselves and from other de­ 
signers.” 


"Thie boy has done original 
designs that are straight, pure 
fashion,” said Oscar-winning 
designer Edith Head. " I was 
impressed." 
Nghi and his brother, 
Khiem, 21, want to go into 
business 
together 
designing 
clothes for men and women, 
particularly sportswear. 
Dressed 
in 
a 
three-piece 
beige suit, Nghi proudly 
showed off his winning entries, 
one a flowing jump suit with 
thin straps, another a knee- 
length tunic open to the waist 
over pajama-style pants and 
the 
third 
a 
double-vested 
pants suit with print blouse. 
He also pointed to a white 
shirt he made worn by another 
brother, Han, 20. 
Khiem plans on entering the 
contest next year and hopes he 
can do as well. 
Both brothers agreed they 
liked life in the United States.

The Swedish welfare nation 
looks after its citizens from 
conception to the grave. 
There are welfare allowances 
for almost everything, from 
free medical checkups and 
birth technique during 
nancy, to the paying 
gravestone upon death. 
"Without welfare. I am not 
sure I would be alive today," 
said Per, 22, a former drug 
addict who succesfully un­ 
derwent rehabilitation. 
" I used to get stoned on 
booze, 
speed, 
hashish 
and 
LSD, more or less at the same 
time But about a year ago I 
decided for a change in my 
life. The social workers really 
helped me. They made me a 
human being again,” said the 
longhaired Stockholmer. 
While being treated at a free 
rehabilitation 
institute, 
Per 
said he received an unemploy­ 
ment allowance of 90 kronor 
($20.31) daily. After tax, he 
was 
left 
with 
67 
kronor 
($15.15) daily. 
After eight months at the 
institute, Per took a room in a 
boarding house. The state paid 
for food and rent. And he still 
received his 67 daily kronor. 
Four months after he left the 
rehabilitation center, Per took 
a 
state-organized 
job 
test 
which included many in ­ 
terviews in order to discover 
the best type of profession for 
him. 
"O f course, it takes tax­ 
payers money to keep the sys­ 


tem running, but it is a damn 
good one as far as 1 am con­ 
cerned," Per said. 
The National Social W’elfare 
Service is a huge organization 
which assures that not only 
people like Per get on the right 
track again but also provides 
mandatory 
economic 
allow­ 
ances 
It takes a large bureaucracy 
to cover social welfare obliga­ 
tions such as free day nurseries 
for children, general child al­ 
lowances, home-help services, 
holidays 
for 
children 
and 
housewives, criminal care, un­ 
employment insurance, retire­ 
ment 
and early retirement 
pensions. 
The Stockholm Central 
Board of Social Welfare offices 
cover five pages in the tele­ 
phone book. National central 
administration costs in 1974 
totaled 
344 
million 
kronor 
($77.8 million). 
Many Swedes object to spe­ 
cial social assistence, a small 
part of the Social Welfare 
budget. In 1974 this special 
assistance was given to 220.901 
persons at a total cost of 529.9 
million kronor ($119.8 mil­ 
lion). 
T h is special social as­ 
sistance is for people who 
could not make a go of life with 
ordinary assistance. 
For instance, 
special aid 
may be available to a family 
whose income and fixed rent 
allowance doesn’t match a 
high rent and everyday costs of 
living.

and additional money is avail­ 
able depending on the number 
of children involved. 
"There is a belief that people 
on social assistance welfare are 
cheating the system. I think 
cheaters are rare,” said Lara 
Olofsson, administrative sec­ 
retary at the Social Service 
Center in the Stockholm sub­ 
urb of Tensta. 
In Stockholm there are 17 
service centers handling mat­ 
ters of social assistance. Ser­ 
vice Center No. 16 in Tensta 
has 41,000 inhabitants with 27 
per cent immigrants within its 
area. 
"Last March we had 2,400 
relief recipients, which is a 
re l a ti ve l y high figure,” 
Olofsson said. 
Bengt Larsson, 23, a Tensta 
social worker, said “ there is a 
lot of trouble here. Often some 
recipient threatens to kill you. 
The immigrants are calm, but 
young people on drugs can be 
quite dangerous." 
Last June 16, a man on 
welfare stabbed a suburb ser­ 
vice center female employe to 
death at her counter. Police 
said he apparently was not 
satisfied with a 50 kronor ($11) 
social assistance handout.

Their demands include an 
end to the use of federal in­ 
junctions in mine strikes, am­ 
nesty for all miners involved in 
the work stoppage and an in­

District Court 
judges in coal states may re­ 
ceiving bribes from the coal 
industry for a quick issuance of 
injunctions. 


The entire mine work force 
in W'est Virginia was idle — a 
total of 59,000 miners, one- 
third of the UM W ’s strength 
— and pickets forced layoffs of 
up to 2,000 men in UMW 
District 6 in southeast Ohio 
*nd 1,200 in southwest 
Virginia s District 28. 
Pickets also crossed into 


eastern Kentucky.and vowed 
to penetrate the coal-rich sec­ 
tions of western Pennsylvania 
and Illinois. 


Negotiators for Western Un­ 
ion and the United Telegraph 
Workers reached an “ agree­ 
ment in principle” at Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla., on a three- 
year contract replacing one 
that expired at midnight Tues­ 
day.

Lying in the arcade was a 
young policemen — the 700th 
victim of Argentina’s political 
violence this year. 
No one screamed. It all hap­ 
pened too fast. 
Policeman Jose Oliveira was 
standing outside a bank 
branch 
in 
civilian 
clothes 
Tuesday night watching peo­ 
ple strolling past the shops off 
a tree-lined street in the Flores 
district of Buenos Aires. 
Suddenly several young men 
pulled out guns and shot Ol­ 
iveira. He fell to the ground. 
One of the terrorists put a 
pistol to his head and fired 
again. 
The killer coolly bent over 
his 
victim 
and 
took 
the 
policeman’s unused pistol and 
ran with the other men to a 
waiting car. 
The gunmen ignored the 
money in his pockets. They 
had come only to kill a man 


because he was a policeman. 
United Press International 
received an anonymous phone 
call Wednesday saying there 
was a message about an "ex­ 
cursion’’ in the men’s room of 
a nearby bar. The note said: 
“Today a federal policeman 
was executed and a Browning 
pistol recovered for the people. 
This act shows once again that 
the only Argentine army, the 
Montonero army, will not give 
up its attacks on the repressive 
police and the sellout military 
until the resistance overthrows 
the military dictatorship” . 
The Montonero guerrillas 
began as far-left Peronists al­ 
though the late Juan D. Peron 
disowned them. They planted 
a bomb in a police dining hall 
this month, killing 20 federal 
agents. 
In the shopping arcade, no 
one knew who the killers of 
Oliveira were and no one could 


answer the question, “ Why?" 
One of the shop owners car­ 
ried Oliveira's body to his 
pickup truck and left for a 
hospital, although there was 
nothing a doctor could do. 
Another man called the police, 
who arrived within minutes, 
sirens screaming. 
The police found they could 
not even get a good description 
of the killers. It all happened 
too quickly. 
Someone began cleaning up 
the blood with a mop and 
people continued on their way 
as if nothing had happened.

B08 T0N (UPI) - A reso­ 
lu tion calling on Congress to 
stop produ ction and dev elop­ 
ment of the Bl airplane was 
approv ed withou t debate this 
week by the conv ention of the 
Lu theran Chu rch in America. 
The resolu tion called on law­ 
makers to “stop produ ction as 
well as fu rther research and 
dev elopment of the Bl bomb­ 
er.” 
The resolu tion stated “the 
Bl bomber is wastefu l of hu ­ 
man and national resou rces" 
and "more jobs can be created 
by pu blic spending in prov id­ 
ing the u nmet needs of the 
American pu blic.” It asked 
money sav ed by stopping pro­ 
du ction "be u sed to meet so­ 
cial needs su ch as adequ ate 
hou sing mass transit and or 
low-cost health care." 
A spokesman for the chu rch 
said it was believ ed to be the 
first time a major chu rch body 
took a position on the issu e. 


The conv ention also ap­ 
prov ed a resolu tion that asked 
the chu rch's div isions in North 
America to prov ide members 
with u pdated stu dy material 
and su ggestions on the issu es 
of arms control. 
The 685 delegate# also ap­ 
prov ed recommendations on 
chu rch positions concerning 
women, the aged and higher 
edu cation.

Commissioner. "However, we are checking it because we 
believe that it is our duty to the NBA teams which are 
interested in drafting Gilmore. 
"The rumors on a possible ailment of Gilmore were very 
sketchy, with no idea of just what sort of heart problem Gilmore 
is supptwed to have had," said Gourdine. "W e are still 
investigating, but have found nothing. If we find anything at 
all that might warrant it, we could ask him to submit to a 
physical examination, but I don’t know if we could compel him 
to take an exam." 
Gilmore is one of 20 players who will be up for selection on 
Tuesday. All either played for the Kentucky Colonels or the 
Spirits of St. Louis last season, both clubs of which were not 
included in last month’s NBA-ABA merger. Kentucky felt the 
$3.2 admittance price into the NBA was too expensive while 
the N BA failed to add the St. Iouis franchise which had moved 
to Utah prior to the merger. 
The Chicago Bulls will pick first based on having finished 
with the worst won-lost record in the NBA last season. The 
Bulls, in dire need for a dominant center, were expected to 
select Gilmore, who the league has determined will cost $1,1 
million dollars. That money will be used to payoff legal 
obligations to the defunct ABA clubs as well as other debts and 
obligations. It is exclusive of money to be paid Gilmore upon 
his ratification of a contract with the Bulls. 
Gilmore averaged a career high 24.6 points a game last 
season, fourth best in the ABA. In addition, he averaged 15.5 
rebounds per game and was named to the All-Star team for 
the fifth successive season. Gilmore was named both the A BA ’s 
Rookie-of-the-Year and the league’s Most Valuable Player for 
the 1971-2 season.

M O N TRE A L (U PI) — Antigua, you could say, is here on 
a pass. 
The friendly little island of 65,000 in the Caribbean 
probably never would've made it to the Olympics, its first 
ever, had it not been for contributions by private companies. 
Antigua reminds you of that line Pete Rose uses. As 
a kid, he says, his family was so poor that his sister was 
made in Japan. 
Same thing with Antigua. It doesn't even have its own 
Olympic pin. It wouldn't have uniforms either if not for 
the money put up by those companies. 
Closest Antigua's 10 athletes have come to a medal is 
anytime some of the other countries’ winners have let them 
look at one. yet if it wasn’t for Antigua, these Olympic 
Games could've easily come apart. 
Ask the Olympic athletes. They’ll give it to you straight. 
What they’ll tell you is that more than anyone else, one 
man kept them competing here, prevented them in many 
cases from dropping out of the Games, and the man they 
mean is Antigua's team doctor. 
He uses no contraptions, no witch’s brew, no drugs, all he 
uses is his two good hands and some common sense, and 
the miraculous results Dr. Leroy Perry of Pasadena, Calif., 
achieves with them can not possibly be believed without 
being seen. 
If you're wondering what a California doctor is doing 
with Antigua and not the U .S. team, the answer is that 
Leroy Perry isn't a medical doctor, he’s a chiropractic 
doctor with special training in applied kinesiology, and 
as such, the U.S. Olympic Committee doesn't want any 
part of him. 
Before the Olympics got underway, U .S. athletes got 
up a petition to have Perry included on the medical staff 
that would take care of them here because many are his 
private patients in California and know how much he can 
help them. 
The athletes felt so strongly, they went to Sen. John 
Tunney (R-Cal.) asking his help, but in the end, Perry 
didn't make it with the U .S. team. 
Most U.S.O.C. officials are strait-laced. They discouraged 
U.S. athletes from being treated by Perry here on the 
grounds he wasn’t a medical doctor, but the athletes paid 
no attention. They went to be treated by the 30-year-old 
Perry every day. 
In the discus throw alone, all three U.S. entrants, gold 
medalist Mac Wilkins, bronze medalist John Powell and 
veteran Jay Silvester, came to him for help. Powell said he 
wouldn’t have been able to compete in Sunday’s final had 
it not been for Perry, who worked on him for more than two 
hours that same moming. 
Some of the other U.S. athletes who came to Perry for 
treatment here were Dwight Stones, Amie Robinson, A1 
Feuerbach, Bruce Furniss, Bruce Jenner, Sam Colson, 
Francie Larrieu and Jane Frederick. 
After Wilkins won his gold medal, he appreciated what 
Perry had done for him so much, he gave him his discus. 
Colson gave him his javelin, and when is the last time you 
ever heard of an an athlete giving anybody ANYTH IN G ? 
Perry ia the Pied Piper of the Olympics. He paid his 
own way over here, received nothing for treating any of 
the athletes and said he was happy to do it. Athletes from 
21 countries flocked to his room to be treated by him 
every day. 
Sometimes, Perry put in as much as 20 hours a day 
working on athletes. His only assistant was John 
O ’Boyle of Washington, but most of the time he worked 
alone. 
An athlete would come hobbling into his room with a bad 
back, a pulled hamstring or maybe a neck problem, and it 
wouldn’t be long before he or she would walk out again, good 
as new, ready to compete. 
“ To make it short, I never would’ve been able to run if 
not for Doc," says Antigua sprinter Fred Sowerby. "John 
Akii-Bua said the same thing before he left here. Doc Perry 
has done more than any one man to keep us athletes 
competing in the Olympics. We call him ‘Doctor Magic 
Fingers.’” 
Of all those here, Tracy Sundlun, head coach of Antigua's 
track and field team, knows Perry best. 
“ He’s not God," says Sundlun. “ What he knows can be 
learned by anyone—to a degree. But his greatest asset is his 
empathy and understanding. He simply goes all out for the 
athletes. He believes in them. I never had any faith in 
chiropractors but I’ve seen what he can do. I had asthma 
and I let him treat me. He cleared it up in one evening. I’ve 
become his biggest advocate.”

M O N TRE A L (U PI) - Two 
days before the end, America’s 
John Tate and Cuba's Teofilo 
Stevenson will wage war today 
for the Olympic heavyweight 
boxing championship.

His legs don’t dance and 
his arms don’t whale but when 
he gets inside on his man he 
pounds and clubs and bangs 
until the referee calls a clinch. 
Tate's style is not exciting or 
complicated but ever since he 
decided to attempt the Olym­ 
pics, it has been effective. He 
beat the two major contenders 
for a berth on the team and 
outpointed two seasoned but 
plodding veterans from Poland 
and West Germany in his first 
two fights here. 
In Teofilo Stevenson, Tate is 
up against the man who is the 
Olympic ideal, a man who 
spoke of the love of his people 
while turning down 
multi- 
million dollar offers to defect 
and turn professional.

handsome, 
self-assured 
24-year old with an easy, se­

M O N TRE A L (U PI) — Dwight Stones, describing himself as glib, self- 
confident, vivacious “ and anything else you want to call me," said Wednesday 
going home for a week instead of hanging around the Olympic Village 
“ guarantees now I’m going to win the high jump gold medal.” 
Stones, speaking nearly non-stop at an hour-long news conference, touched 
on many subjects, ranging from politics to sex, Mac Wilkins, Mike Marshall, 
the U.S. Olympic Committee, his parents and getting an education. But, as 
might be expected, the Olympic high jump was his chief concern. 
"I went home because I had to get my head screwed on right before 
competing,” said the tall, good looking Californian who won the bronze medal 
at Munich in 1972 and has lived ever day of the last four years in anticipation 
of winning the gold here. 
Stones said he is mentally and physically prepared for the high jump. 
"Realistically, I should be a 9-10 favorite to win the gold medal. I ’m the best 
prepared and the most experienced man in the field. 
“ Two things could foul me up, though; The first is rain and the second is 
a big field. They made the qualifying height too low, and as a result there may 
be as many as 25 men in the final, all jumping in one flight. 
“ Now who the heck had that brilliant idea? We could be jumping far into 
the night." 
Stones blasted the Organizing Committee, saying: "I don’t like the French 
Canadians because they have screwed up the whole Olympics. They had six 
years to build a stadium and they still haven’t finished it. The whole park is 
unreal. The grass is dangerous and if you run on it, you risk getting shin splints 
or a sprained ankle. 


“ I think it’s rude of the French Canadians. They have done a bum job and 
they deserve to get criticized for it. 


“ I was here in March for an indoor meet, and they screwed that up, too. At 
that time I went out to the Olympic village, and before returning home, I made 
a plane reservation for last week — the one I used to go home this time and 
get myself ready for the Olympics,” he said. 
Stones said he simply couldn’t stand living in an apartment with 11 other 
athletes for two weeks while waiting for his event, one of the last in track and 
field. 
“ On top of that, the food here is lousy,” he said. 
“ In fact, the whole village is lousy. They didn’t plan it right and they are 
running it even worse. Who could blame anyone for not wanting to train here. 
All they have is one training track, and it's a terrible one,” he said. 
“ In Munich there were four training tracks and everyone got in his work 
without being hassled by somone else. 
“ The fact they have gotten a couple of world records already in track and 
field is a tribute to the athletes and no one in Montreal should be trying to 
take credit for it," he said. 
On other subjects, Stones, who seemingly has an opinion on everything and 
isn’t bashful about expressing it, said; 
—“ Politics took over these Olympics because the Canadians let it happen. 
In fact, they started it.” 
—“ Another reason I went home was to have a normal sex life. How could you 
bring a date home in the village to an apartment with 11 guys watching?" 


M O N TRE A L (U PI) — For 33-year-old veter­ 
an Willie Davenport, his bronze medal in his 
fourth Olympics seemed almost as good as a 
victory. For the U.S. track and field team at the 
Montreal Olympics, it was another fruitless day 
of bitter frustration. 
France’s Guy Drut dashed the U.S. gold 
medal hopes in the 110-meter high hurdles and 
then credited his training in America for his 
win. After competing in his fourth Olympic 
Games, Davenport agreed the United States 
needed a shot in the arm. 
“ We’re as good as we used to be," Davenport 
said Wednesday. “ But the rest of the world has 
caught us. What we’re lacking in America is a 
development program. W e’re going to have to 
develop something for the post collegians. 
"I can’t be specific about what we need 
because I think it’s something you have to study 
first. But government support might be a 
solution.” 
On the fifth day of the eight-day competition 
at the Olympic Stadium, Davenport’s second 
Olympic medal was all the United States could 
come up with. Davenport won at Mexico City 
eight years ago. 
In contrast to America’s meager total of two 
gold medals here, accounted for by Mac Wilkins 
in the discus and Edwin Moses in the in­ 
termediate hurdles, the United States piled up 
15 golds, 12 of them by men, in 1968. That total 
slipped to six, all by men, four years ago. If 
things keep going as they have been here, it 
could be even fewer this time. 
But America has a solid shot to capture the 


London in 1948 when he won the 800 and 
finished third three days later. 
"1 realized I had to come to the United States 
to train if 1 was going to win a gold medal,” 
emphasized Drut, who finished second to Rod 
Milburn in the Munich Games.

Rosemarie Ackermann of East Germany won at 
6-4, one of six gold medals captured in 20 events 
by the East Germans. 
“ I wanted a medal very badly,” said Huntley.

I’m going to take it 
one year at a time.”

W A SH IN G TO N (U PI) — A member of the House committee 
on professional sports recommended today that baseball im­ 
pose $5,000 fines and 30-day suspensions to stop deliberate 
beanballing. 


Hep. Ronald Mottle, D-Ohio, said he favored the harsh 
penalties in the aftermath of an episode Tuesday in which 
Baltimore’s Reggie Jackson was hit in the face with a pitch by 
New York’s Dock Ellis and Jim Palmer of the Orioles retaliated 
by hitting Mickey Rivers. 


"I think the penalty for throwing at somebody with a baseball 
at 95 miles per hour should be made so prohibitive that it would 
be a real deterrent,” Mottle said after Commissioner Bowie 
Kuhn indicated to the House gToup that possible tougher 
penalties are being studied to curb head hunting. 


Kuhn said he wanted “ to make it clear I don’t condone 
intentional violence in baseball and if, as it is possible, we need 
to strengthen the rules, that will be done." 


Another witness before the House group, Ron Roberts, 
executive director of the players’ union for the World Hockey 
Association, told the committee that the W H A players have 
recommended a tough set of rules to curb excessive violence 
on the ice. One recommendation would call for a season’s 
suspension for any third-time instigator of stick fighting. 


Kuhn also forecast an expansion of the National League to 


match the new 14-team format of the American League, with 
the likelihood of baseball returning to Washington. 
Asked about the prospects of a team in the nation's capital 
in the near future, the commissioner replied, “ If you mean in 
1977, I would say it is difficult for me to say that that is the 
year.

AMARILLO, Tex . (U PI) — An attorney for Emie Holmes 
of the Pittsburgh Steelers says he will request the defensive 
tackle’s trial on cocaine possession charges be postponed until 
after the football season.

“ We would naturally oppose such a motion because we are 
ready to go to trial now," said Potter County District Attorney 
Tom Curtis. 
^’Rittenberry has said Curtis is trying to gain publicity by 
asking for the trial in the middle of the football season. But 
Curtis says cases similar to the one facing Holmes usually take 
a day or two, and the Holmes trial would be treated “ the same 
as any other case in this county.” 
Curtis said no pre-trial motions had been filed with the 
district clerk because the trial date had just been set. He said, 
however, now that the case was on the docket, motions would 
be filed by both the defense and the state. 
Holmes was arrested Jan. 31 by three agents of Amarillo’s 
Metro Intelligence Unit. He was accused of buying 250 
milligrams of cocaine in the restroom of a hotel while attending 
a wedding. He was arraigned Feb. 2 and released on $1,000 
bond. 
Possession of that small amount of cocaine is a felony in 
Texas, although many first offenders are given probation. 
Holmes previously pleaded guilty to wounding an Ohio state 
police helicopter pilot in March, 1973. The incident occurred 
when Holmes suffered a nervous breakdown. He was placed on 
probation at the recommendation of a psychiatrist.

“ But I’m not going to come 
along and impose involuntary 
servitude on anyone. 
“ Are we going to take some 
little old lady, some little child 
and put them to work because 


they dropped a Kleenex?” 


The bill would allow judges 
to make persons convicted of 
littering 
roadways 
pick 
up 
trash along the state’s high­ 
ways. Such a sentence could 
not he suspended. The Senate 
approved an amendment lim­ 
iting the amount of litter to be 
picked up to 40 pounds. 


Sen. Jo h n Sevario, D- 
Prairievilli, said he supported 
the hill because the state cur­ 
rently spends almost $1 mil­ 
lion a year clearing litter from 
highways. 
" It ’s going to he more be­

His approval had been vir­ 
tu a lly c e rta in , since he 
purposed the measure. 
The credit legislation will 
have no impact on either the 
city or state during their cur­ 
rent fiscal years. Payments of 
any refunds for credits against 
the tax will be delayed until 
Aug. 1, 1977. 
When he introduced the leg­ 
islation last month, Carey esti­ 
mated that when the tax be­ 
comes fully effective in 19 7879 , 
“ the city and state will each 
incur a revenue loss of approx­ 
imately $21 million annually.” 
The stock transfer tax itself 
cannot be repealed because its 
revenues are tied to bonds is­ 
sued by the Municipal As 
sistance Corp. to hel] 
New York City’s short-term 
debt.

of the plan to rescue the fiscal­ 
ly tottering city. 
Nearly all of the market- 
makers, who create markets

New Limits 
On Tax 
Snooping 


W ASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The Senate has voted new 
limits on who can see and use 
a taxpayer’s income tax re­ 
turn. 
The action buttresses “the 
right of all Americans to be 
secu re from g ov ern m en t 
snooping into their private tax 
information," said Sen. Lowell 
Weickar, R-Conn., after the 
Senate Tuesday approved a 
major section of the tax re­ 
vision bill. 
The approval is tentative be­ 
cause it is subject to later 
reconsideration as the Senate 
completes the lengthy bill and 
the House adjusts difference«. 
One provision would require 
the president to ask in writing 
for access to a tax return, and 
the information could go only 


$ tq the president and certain 
■5* cftbfer officials. 
T he Justice Department, if 
it wanted to see returns, would 
have to show “probable cause” 
the taxpayer was violating the 
law, for a court to allow access 
to the return in a nontax m at­ 
ter. 
Before the Internal Revenue 
Service could furnish any tax 
information to another agency, 
the agency would have to set 
procedures "satisfactory to the 
IRS for safeguarding the tax 
information it receives,” the 
Senate 
Finance 
Committee 
said in a report on the bill. 
The bill would make certain 
unauthorized disclosures felo­ 
n ies ra th e r th a n m isd e­ 
meanors, with a prison penalty 
of up to five years and fine up 
to $5,000. 
It also would set standards 
for those who prepare tax re­ 
turns as a business. It would 
exempt winnings from state 
lotteries, keno games, bingo 
•nd slo t m a ch in e s from 
withholding requirements.

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New Route for Saugerties Death Trap Still in Dispute 


"State Department of Traniporta- 


tion planners have revealed a tentative 
timetable for the proposed realignment 
of Route 9W (Dead Man'i Corridor) 
between Maiden and CaUkill which 
will culminate in the letting of con- 
tracts for construction by the middle of 
1973."

SAUGERTIES—The paragraph above 


appeared in a Daily Freeman story on 
Jan. 4, 1970. But there was no action to 
ease traffic conditions on that tortuous 
path north of Saugerties, until the Power 
Authority of the State of New York 
(PASNY) decided to site a nuclear power 


plant in Cementon. 


Ulster County Planning Board director 


Herb Hekler, who was involved in plan- 
ning alternate routes for 9W with DOT in 
1970, says the agreement then was to run 
an eight mile stretch of road somewhat 
east of the present roadbed. 


That idea 
lives on, since present 


PASNY proposals for easy access to the 
Cementon construction site include such 
an alternative. Hekler's primary objec- 
tion now is that the PASNY highway 
proposal is a piecemeal effort, with no 
real thought given to connecting a new 
highway to the traffic flow into Saugerties 
from the south and west. 


Hekler told the Freeman that no com- 


prehensive Route 9W corridor study now 
exists. But lie did have some specific 
suggestions on how he felt any reconstruc- 
tion could best serve the needs of most 
people most of the time. 


A possible route proposed by PASNY, 


ostensibly to provide easier access to 
Cementon from the south for up to 1,500 
construction workers expected for the 
power plant project, would loop Route 9W 
south of Saugerties village through sever- 
al back streets in the lower Partition 
Street area and head up through the 
business district. 


Hekler, in a letter to contracted 


PASNY engineers Parsons, Brinckerhoff, 
Quade and Douglas in New York City, 
objects to this idea. 


He commented,"The section of Route 


9W north of Maiden certainly needs 
improvement, especially at dead man's 
curve, but in the context of the county's 
overall highway needs it is of relatively 
minor importance. Some members of the 
planning board were dubious about the 
long term need for this project since 
permanent employment at the nuclear 
power plant will only involve a few dozen 
persons and other utilities such as Central 
Hudson at its Roseton site in Orange 
County have made do during construc- 


tion with equally bad, if not worse, access 
roads." 


"Furthermore," said Hekler, "should 


the public bear this expense for a two- 
year peak construction period involving 
only 1,500 persons9" 


He thinks a new alignment of Route 9W 


is preferable to widening the existing 
corridor. However, "it is essential that a 
corridor plan for the Village of Saugerties 
and points south of the village be pre- 
pared to assure a long term compatible 
concept."

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Onteora Squeaks Through By One Vote 
School Budget Passes

BOICEVILLE — Somewhere in the 


Onteora Central School District today 
there may be two extremely unhappy 
people. They would be the two who 
showed up Wednesday night for the 
school budget vote, entered the voting 
booth, and left without casting a ballot. 


Their votes, if negative, would have 


reversed the outcome. 


The 1976-77 school budget squeaked 


through 
by the 
narrowest 
possible 


margin, 809 to 808. It gives the district 
87,865,305 for the current school year, 
down just 340,755 from the budget re- 
jected by district voters May 26 


The 1,619 turnout Wednesday night 


considerably less than May 26 when the 
budget was rejected 1,374 to 1,224. In 
contrast to the previous vote, when three 
districts piled up a comfortable margin in 
favor of the budget and saw it wiped out 


by the traditionally 
conservative 


Shandaken-Lexmgton district, the vote 
was close in every district this time. 


The Shandaken-Lexington district up- 


held its traditional role again, but only by 
a six vote margin, 219-213. It was even 
closer in the Olive district.which ap- 
proved the budget 169-165. The Woods- 
tock district rejected the new budget by 
a 13-vote margin, 225-212. The largest 
margin of the night, 16 votes, came in the 
Hurley district, which approved 215-199. 


The district has been operating on an 


austerity budget since the current school 
year began July 1. Dr. John Keough, 
business administrator, said budget ap- 
proval would mean full speed ahead for 
several capital improvement projects the 
district hopes to complete before school 
begins, including repairs at the West 
Hurley and Woodstock elementary 
schools. 


A separate proposition to approve 


$15,000 for a land use survey, rejected 


May 26, was not revoted. Keough said the 
most essential portions of the survey had 
been incorporated in the new budget and 
the district will now be able to make 
plans to deal with a severe drainage 
problem at the Woodstock school and a 
field space problem at the high school 
brought on by the recent increase in girls' 
athletic programs. 


Keough said there would be a carryover 


of about $38,000 from last year's budget, 
composed of unspent funds, more interest 
on deposited funds than expected and 
increased BOCES aid. 


Added to the 840,755 reduction from 


the defeated budget, it means about 
878,000 less in local taxes than would 
have been needed if the May 26 budget 
had been approved. The increase over last 
year's figure is about seven per cent. 


A tie vote would have forced another 


election at a cost of about $800, Keough 
said. 


Mother Says Child's Rights Denied 


Schools Face 


KINGSTON - The City of Kingston 


Consolidated School Systems -may be 
facing legal action from at least one irate 
mother whose child has been refused 
transportation to a private school. 


Mrs. John Gerard, Eddyville, has taken 


her case to the American Civil Liberties 
Union, which, she says, has agreed to 
represent her and her 9-year-old son Jody. 
Her son suffers from dyslexia, a learning 
disability. 


She is challenging a school department 


regulation that sets April 1 as the cut-off 
date for requesting such transportation. 


She also claims that the department 


has never adequately informed parents of 
the time limitation, making it impossible 
for them to know the guidelines and that 
she was denied her right to file a written 
request for a waiver fo the of the deadline. 


James 
Phillips of the 
ACLU in 


Poughkeepsie confirmed his group is look- 
ing into the question of whether or not 
there is a state law which permits the 
April 1 deadline and whether or not 
adequate public notice about the dead- 
line is provided. 


If proper notice hasn't been given, that 


would constitute a denial of civil liberties, 
he said. 


"If either of these concerns is true then 


we will be advising these clients on 
further action." he said. 


Phillips added that such legal action 


would come in the form of an appeal to 
the commissioner of education rather 
than an actual court case. 


The Gerard's son, Jody suffers from a 


reading disability, dyslexia, which, ac- 
cording to his mother, was not being 


properly accounted for in the Kingston 
Public Schools. 


"This spring I decided to enroll him in 


the Campus School at the State Univer- 
sity College at New Paltz where he could 
get better treatment and I didn't hear he 
was accepted until sometime in April." 


She then contacted the assistant super- 


intendent for transportation Kenneth 
Hyatt, who, she claims, rudely told her 
that "as a parent she should be aware of 
the rules and regulations of the depart- 
ment." 


Mrs. Gerard states that the conversa- 


tion apparently became heated and that 
when she raised the question of possible 
court action against the department 
Hyatt responded that "he didn't care if 
I sued, my child would never get that

Water Panel Called For 


ALBANY - Gov. Hugh Carey signed 


an amendment to the Catskill water 
release bill yesterday that calls for a task 
force to help draw up the regulations for 
enforcing that bill — but he isn't too sure 
just who should be on the panel. 


A spokesperson for the governor said 


Wednesday that it was "too soon to say 
who'll be named" to the task force, 
"things really haven't gone that far." 


Carey's signing of the bill seems to have 


been a last minute decision. 


On Monday he strongly indicated he 


might veto the proposal, which gives the 
state — specifically the Department of 
Environmental 
Conservation 
— 
the 


power to regulate the release of water 
from New York City reservoirs in the 
Catskills. 


The task force will probably include 


representatives from the City of New 


York, the State Department of Health, 
the Department of Environmental Con- 
servation, the Delaware River Basin 
Commission and the governor's office. 


The governor's press office made no 


mention of including representatives from 
any of the strong environmental and 
sportsmens groups who had lobbied for 
the bill's passage. 


However, Robert McManus of the DEC 


indicated that Commissioner Peter Berle 
is "keenly interested in public partici- 
pation in the group." 


The DEC has already done extensive 


technical studies on the water release 
proposal and has worked closely with 
such groups as Catskill Waters and the 
Sportsmen's Federation. 


Berle will be in charge of putting the 


water release plan into action by the April 
1977 deadline. 


Frederick Faeber, III the local president 


of the Federated Sportsmen's Club who 
threatened to use his own money to sue 
the governor if the bill wasn't signed, said 
that it would be wrong "if the people who 
fought for this bill didn't get a chance to 
serve on the task force." 


Faeber himself would like ao serve but 


as yet hasn't received any information as 
to who might be considered for the posi- 
tions. 


Assembleyman Maurice Hinchey of 


Saugerties, one of the co-sponsors of the 
legislation, was also in the dark as to 
whom the Governor might be considering. 


"I imagine I will have some input as to 


who gets chosen, but I really haven't 
given it much thought," he said. 


Ulsterites Pursue Flood Fight 


ULSTER — Town of Ulster residents 


decided Wednesday night to go door to 
door if necessary, to raise support for their 
fight against the Esopus Flood Control 
Plan as it now stands. 


More than 50 persons promised to sign 


letters of protest, meet with U.S. Rep. 
Hamilton Fish, Jr. and do anything else 
they have to"to create enough noise that 
they'll listen to us and give us some 
satisfaction." 


"They" is the Army Corps of Engineers, 


which recently announced the plan to 
construct some 1,500 feet of flood walls 
and levees along the Kingston side of the 
creek. 


The project, which will coat close to $2 


million, is scheduled to begin sometime in 
early fall. 


The members of the Lower ESODUS 


Waterways Committee and other Ulster 
residents who live along the creek want 
equal protection for their side of the 
waterway. 


"I don't think we're really going to stop 


this thing," said legislator William Nace, 
a long time opponent of the progject " all 
we want is equal representation for our 
tax money." 


Nace also said that he would present a 


resolution to the county legislature asking 
for their support for the town's position. 


He then read the group a draft-letter of 


protest which will be sent to the Corps of 
Engineers from the town supervisor and 
town board, stating Ulster's case and 
calling for a public hearing on the project. 


The letter reads, in part, "...this project 


represents a misuse of public monies to 
bail out private interests from their own 


bad planning, favors landowners on one 
side of the creek to the detriment of those 
on the other side, will result in further 
damage to lands in the Town of Ulster, 
is based on an outdated and unrealistic 
benefit to cost ratio and constitutes a 
misuse of public funds." 


The opponents of the flood control plan 


feel that the Kingston Plaza and Dutch 
Village apartments are being favored for 
protection over their private homes, and 
they argue that the two developments 
were built on a flood plain and that this 
project is is covering up that mistake. 


All of the citizens at the meeting agreed 


to send out letters of protest before the 
Aug. 16 deadline for filing complaints. 


Arrangements will also be made for a 


local meeting with Fish to discuss the 
issue.

Property qualifying for such 


"an tax credit would have had 
to have been used for the 
production of at least $10,000 
in agricultural products for 
each of five years before the 
owner's death. 


In addition, the bill would 


have required that such land 


be used for agriculture for flt 
least eight years after 
Hie 


owner's death. Otherwise, the 
credit would have been for- 
feited. 


Under the state constitu- 


tion, Carey had until midnight 
Wednesday to act on the final 
bills passed by the legislature. 
If he failed to act on any, they 
would have automatically be- 
come law. 


Carey also announced a 


vetoes Wednesday of a bill 
which would allowed the Civil 


Service commissions to dis- 
qualify for five years appli- 
cants who receive dis- 
honorable discharges from the 
armed services. 


Critics charged the measure 


was intended to bar deserters, 
war resisters and others in the 
military from public em- 
ployment. 


Carey said the law was un- 


necessary, since current law 
allows for the disqualification 
of anyone discharged from a 


permanent 
position 
"upon 


stated written charges of in- 
competency or misconduct." 


Carey said the Civil Service 


Department told him it cur- 
rently reviews less than hon- 
orable military discharges and 
also "go behind the discharge 
itself to evaluate the reasons 
for the discharge." 


Carey said such case-by-

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Nuclear Controversy Confuses The Publi 


Atom Plant Foes Are Often Wide of The Mark As Laymen React to Renegade Scientists' Claims 


(Peter Metzger, Rocky Mountain News Science 
editor and author of the following article, ha§ been 
a critic of atmogpheric weapons testing since 1960. 
In New York Times magazine articles in 197$ and 
1971 he reported on the underground nuclear 
explosions in Colorado and on the construction of 
homes in Grand Junction on top of radioactive 
mine tailings. His 1972 book, "The Atomic 
Establishment," was the first serious treatment of 
the shortcomings of the former U.S. Atomic 
Energy Commission.) 


This fall voters in as many 


as 22 states will be asked to 
consider the question of im- 
posing new safety standards 
and procedures on nuclear- 
powered electric generating 
plants and other nuclear 
facilities, standards that sub- 
stantially exceed those 
already required by state and 
federal law. 


The question of controlling 


nuclear facilities is an 
emotionally volatile issue that 
has evoked the increasing 
attention of the mass media 
and political interest groups 
and will have been placed on 
the ballot through the citizen 
initiative process. 


The initiative movement, in 


turn, has been spawned and 
nourished by a group of in- 
dividuals with their political 
roots in the old environmen- 
talist movement but who have 
recently emerged into a new 
activist anti-nuclear coalition. 


On the surface these ac- 


tivists claim that their desire 
is to make nuclear-generated 
electric power safer. Anti- 
nuclear accidents and plays 
on the historic resistance by 
government and the economic 
establishment to institute 
r e a s o n a b l e 
r e g u l a t o r y 


changes. Because the govern- 
ment and the industry won't 
take action, they say. the 
question of nuclear security 
ought to be placed in the hands 
of the people at the ballot box, 
and the people ought to vote in 
favor of standards to insure 
their very survival. 


The ballot proposals range 


from a relatively mild 
measure in Colorado to severe 
strictures on nuclear power 
development proposed in the 
California initiatives. 


In other states, proposals 


have been advanced that 
would declare a moratorium 
of years on nuclear electric 
facility construction, and in 
California there is a proposal 
that actually calls for the dis- 
mantling of some existing 
plants. 


On the other side of the 


nuclear power issue are some 
respected scientists and 
economists, and the nuclear 
power industry. 


They point to America's in- 


creasing dependence on im- 
ported oil, to the high cost and 
long lead time required to 
develop offshore petroleum 
resources and the nation's 
a b u n d a n t western coal 
supplies, and to the fact that 
numerous nuclear plants 
already in operation 
are 


generating safe, clean, essen- 
tial power. Nuclear power, 
they declare, is an energy 
resource that must be 
developed if the industrialized 
United States is to avoid 
massive power shortages and 
economic disaster and social 
disorder. 


Between these two groups 


stands the American voter — 
relatively uninformed, in- 
creasingly concerned about 
the nation's energy future, but 
uncomfortably perplexed by 
the fact that he is being called 
on to decide with his vote a 
vastly complex issue of 
crucial significance to his 
future way of life. 


While he is bombarded on 


one side by energy shortage 
scare stories from those who 
seek greater latitude in 
nuclear power development, 
he is b r o w b e a t e n 
and 


badgered by anti-nuclear ac- 
tivists threatening him with 
the end of the world and urg- 
ing his approval for a 
"moratorium" on nuclear 
power plant development. 


The advocates of nuclear 


power plant development are 
easily identified and their 
motives, business or scien- 
tific, are usually readily visi- 
ble and candidly admitted. 
But the opponents of nuclear 
power are less easily iden- 
tified, and up to now their 
success in using, the mass 
media and other political in- 
struments to cloud and distort 
the facts of nuclear power has 
gone largely unchallenged. It 
seems these activists are in- 
creasingly able to use half- 
truths, innuendos. misinfor- 
mation and, in a few cases, 
outright falsehoods to circum- 
vent ordinary legislative and 
regulatory processes and 
place decision m a k i n g 
authority over nuclear power 
in the hands of the ordinary 
and generally poorly informed 
voter. 


The anti-nuclear movement 


began in 1954 when strict 
atomic secrecy was relaxed. 
At that time, independent 
scientists got .their first look 
a t 
t h e 
g o v e r n m e n t ' s 


measurements of the massive 
amounts of radiation that 
were being injected into the 
air by atomic weapons 
testing. Through the efforts of 
non-governmental 
scientists 


who fought the authoritative 
testimony of the Atomic 


Energy Commission (AEC) — 
which later was proven wrong 
— the dangers of intense air- 
borne radiation were publiciz- 
ed and the Nuclear Test Ban 
Treaty finally was signed 10 
years later. 


But because of the in- 


competence of the AEC's con- 
gressional watchdog, the Joint 
C o m m i t t e e on A t o m i c 
Energy, the AEC was allowed 
to continue the cover-up of 
other dangerous activities. 
These were eventually reveal- 
ed by outside scientists over 
the years, and the anti- 
nuclear movement gained 
strength and credibility and 
slowly forced additional 
changes in the government's 
plans for how the atom was to 
serve mankind. 


Through the efforts of a few 


dozen scientists and lawyers, 
certain foolish and wasteful 
uses of the atom — such as 
nuclear rocket planes and us- 
ing atom bombs for giant 
engineering projects — were 
stopped entirely, while many 
dangerous practices in the 
AEC's shaky 
regulatory 


system were tightened up. 


Even more importantly, 


however, the activities of 
these dissident scientists and 
lawyers forced the govern- 
ment and the growing nuclear 
power industry to redesign 
nuclear power plant safety 
procedures and even atomic 
reactors themselves, so as to 
make the only obvious con- 
structive use of atomic energy 
— to generate power — even 
more safe. 


By 1972 there were 29 


civilian nuclear reactors in 
operation (there are 58 now) 
and nearly 100 U.S. Navy 
vessels (130 now) were 
powered by nuclear energy 
without a single reactor- 
related injury, a safety record 
unmatched by any technology. 


But there was still room for 


improvement. Like the par- 
ticipants in the Trans-Alaska 


Ralph Nader 


Pipeline, those on both sides 
of the nuclear issue agreed 
that delays in the construction 
of nuclear reactors imposed 
by e n v i r o n m e n t a l con- 
siderations were well worth 
the improvements that finally 
were built into the new 
nuclear technology. 


But in 1973, after all the im- 


portant conflicts had been 
resolved and scientists as well 
as many environmentalist and 
industry leaders were con- 


da be placed on election 
ballots in 22 states in hopes 
they can halt development of 
energy resources by ex- 
ploiting public ignorance and 
stimulating irritational fears. 


What if they succeed? Like 


all self-fulfilling 
prophecies, 


bad times are sure to come if 
Nader and his associates have 
their way, because without 
rapid exploitation of nuclear 
power and coal, our consump- 
tion of energy will indeed fall 
to that of a country like 
Sweden, Nader's ideal exam- 
pie. 


Typically, Nader didn't ex- 


plain that Sweden's energy 
use is less than ours in the 
same proportion as her 
production of goods and ser- 
vices, also known as the gross 
national product. (GNP). 


Indeed, energy use per 


capita and GNP are propor- 
tional for most western 
nations. If anything, the 
United States is more energy 
efficient than most. 


Since energy use and GNP 


are so inextricably linked, it's 
reasonable to suppose that if 


would become more depen- 
dent on foreign energy 
sources than we are now, and 
we are already importing 50 
per cent of the oil we use. 


We are importing three 


times as much oil from the 
Middle East now as we did 
before the Arab oil boycott of 
1973. Considering the gasoline 
shortage which took place 
then, any new boycott would 
be proportionately worse. And 
Canada, which sends us more 
than half our imports, has 


Zealot Scientists 


. added heavy new tariffs since 
1973 and has informed the 
government that it intends to 
phase out oil shipments to the 
United States entirely over 
the next decade. 


And despite what the 


leaders of the anti-nuclear 
movement say, there is no 
meaningful support within the 
scientific community in favor 
of banning nuclear power 
plants or even to slow down 
their construction. 


'The consequences of 


each of our wars was much 
worse than any nuclear 
reactor accident could ever 
be. It might be fair, 
therefore, to attribute a 
significant share of the 
probability of the next 
major war to the use of oil 
for 
the generation of 


electricity.? 


we reduce our energy con- 
sumption to half its present 
value, we would produce 
proportionately less goods and 
fewer services. It follows, 
then, that our nation would 
require a proportionately 
smaller labor force, which, in 
turn, would require us to dis- 
miss tens of millions of people 
from their jobs. 


As for something more 


authoritative than Nader's un- 
supported claims for the 
energy savings that can be 
gleaned from a nationwide 
energy conservation program, 
the Federal Power Commis- 
sion conducted a detailed 
study of that precise question, 
and the results were released 
last year. 


With a •'government spon- 


sored crash program," the 
study found, the energy 


Ralph Nader and the group 


of anti-nuclear crusaders 
following him have consistent- 
ly publicized selected opinions 
of only about a dozen scien- 
tists, most of whom are 
zealots and who espouse 
theories that in some cases 
are held by them alone. These 
opinions are used in support of 
initiative campaigns to place 
anti-nuclear proposals on 
election ballots. 


The most quoted of Nader's 


scientist-zealots is John Gof- 
man, a professor emeritus at 
the University of California at 
Berkeley. 


Gofman's 
oft-repeated 


charge is that the annual 
release of toxic and radioac- 
tive plutonium from nuclear 
reactors by the year 2000 will 
kill 500,000 persons every 
year. The Environmental 


materialized, something must 
be very wrong with his 
calculations. 


I asked Gofman about his 


tendency to exaggerate when 
I visited him in his California 
office in 1971, shortly after he 
changed his mind about 
nuclear energy. He admitted 
his figures were misleading, 
but defended the practice by 
pointing out that since the 
atomic industry is so strong 
and the industry's critics so 
weak, such extremes were not 
only justifiable but absolutely 
necessary. 


Another oft-quoted anti- 


nuclear scientist is Ernest 
Sternglass, .a professor at the 
University of Pittsburgh and 
the author of an article titled 
"The Death of All Children." 
p u b l i s h e d 
by E s q u i r e 


magazine. For several years 
Sterngiass has cranked out 
statistical studies which .he 
claims show a rise in infant 
mortality following the at- 
mospheric testing of nuclear 
weapons in Nevada. 


But Sternglass recently has 


taken a new tack with his 
research. "The effects of 
radiation become more and 
more critical as you get lower 
and lower doses." he claims. 
"It's completely contrary to 
common sense, I know, and 
it's not widely recognized," he 
said in a telephone interview. 


Such speculations are 


publicized 
by anti-nuclear 


organizations as representing 
proven facts, or at the very 
least the views held by a ma- 
jority of scientists. 


Nothing could be further 


from the truth. 


But critics of nuclear power 


among the scientific com- 
munity — although a minority 
— are vocal and effective 
propagandists. 


A case in point is David D. 


Comey, 
' ' t h e 
f a m o u s 


economist," asColoradansfor 
Safe Power, an anti-nuclear 
group, likes to call him. 
Comey claims nuclear power 
is uneconomic and will fall of 
its own weight. 


A c t u a l l y , Comey, who 


works for a Chicago-based 
anti-nuclear group, is hardly 
an economist. He holds a 
b a c h e l o r ' s 
degree in 


philosophy and says he has 
c o n s i d e r e d 
h i m s e l f 
a 


propagandist since 1959, when 
"I did a series of lectures on 
overt and covert psy- 
chological techniques for the 
American Army." 


But Comey's claim that 


nuclear economics will kill 
the industry has to be seen 
against his own shaky record 
of credibility on other 
matters. 


"A successful propagandist 


cannot afford to make mis- 
takes." he said in 1975. Ten 
good truthful news stories will 
be canceled by one mistake." 
But Comey often doesn't 
listen to his own advice.-One 
of his many "red herrings,' as 
industry publications call 
them, surfaced last October. 


Then, a front-page story in 


the Chicago Tribune described 


vinced nuclear power was 
safe, consumer 
advocate 


Ralph Nader announced his 
intention of stopping all 
civilian nuclear reactors. 


Nader's publicity star ap- 


parently had started to fade, 
and his Consumer Protection 
Act, not enacted to this day, 
was encountering serious op- 
position. Seeking another 
issue, Nader turned his atten- 
tion to the nuclear power in- 
dustry. Late last year he stag- 
ed a convention of nuclear 
critics in Washington, D.C.. 
which drew 1,000 persons, and 
his followers have since form- 
ed regional anti-nuclear 
groups and entered into an 
anti-nuclear coalition — 
which also is directed against 
western coal development — 
with groups like the Friends 
of the Earth and Environmen- 
tal Action. 


These groups have been cir- 


culating petitions for citizens 
signatures asking that anti- 
nuclear and anti-coal referen- 


savings through conservation 
by 1985 would be "only 3.2 per 
cent of the total energy use." 
nowhere near Nader's 50 per 
cent figure. 


But Nader has two other 


solutions for the energy shor- 
tage: solar and wind power. 
"If we could ever get the hob- 
byists of America to start 
building windmills and solar 
energy collectors out of 
Heathkits, it (the energy 
savings) would be enormous." 


Generating energy from the 


burning of wood is another 
Nader favorite. But the U.S. 
Commerce Department has 
estimated that by 1985 the ad- 
ditional energy available from 
solar sources combined with 
the burning of wastes would 
total about one-half of 1 per 
cent of the total projected 
energy demand. 


If the United States were to 


rely on the advice of Ralph 
Nader and the new en- 
vironmentalists the certain 
outcome is that the country 


Protection Agency (EPA) es- 
timates that the amount that 
would be released would be 
one-half ounce. 


But it was not many years 


ago when Gofman was an ac- 
tive member of the same 
atomic establishment 
that, 


during the days of the at- 
mospheric nuclear wapons 
testing, dumped a total of 10 
tons of the stuff into the air 
without any objection from 
Gofman. Today, by Gofman's 
own formula, that 10 tons is 
100 times more plutonium 
than would be required to kill 
off the entire population of the 
earth each year, every year, 
since then. If Gofman were 
correct, the human race 
would have been wiped out 
long ago. 


Instead, the incidence of 


cancer has been rising at a 
steady rate of only about 1 per 
cent a year. Since the 
astronomic rise in cancers to 
be expected before now if Gof- 
man was right, has not 


in detail how a U.S. spy 
satellite photographed the 
results of the explosion of a 
Russian nuclear reactor. A 
large crater, fallen trees, 
human bodies and no signs of 
life in the area. 


But the story turned out to 


be an outright hoax, fed to the 
Tribune environmental editor 
Casey Bukro by David Comey 
himself. Comey admitted this 
in a November interview in 
Washington. 


So it's not surprising that 


Comey's 
economic 


"analyses" of nuclear power 
and his predictions of 
economic gloom and doom are 
actually clever constructs of 
f a c t a n d f a n c y easily 
destroyed by bona fide ex- 
perts in the area of nuclear 
economics. 


No electric utility company 


argues that nuclear power is 
uneconomic. 


Even Public Service Co. of 


Colorado, which has its coal- 
fired plants located near the 
big surface deposits of coal in 


"Everybody but you, fella!" 


Wyoming, will pay far less for 
nuclear power than for coal- 
generated power. 


According to the company's 


April figures. Public Service 
pays 5.3 mills per kilowatt for 
coal and only 1.7 mills for its 
nuclear fuel. The small 
amount of oil used by the utili- 
ty costs 29.2 m i l l s per 
kilowatt. 


Capital costs to build 


nuclear plants are higher than 
conventional power plants, 
b u t 
n u c l e a r ' s r e l a t i v e 


economic advantage still 
prevails. Recent figures (the 
1975 third quarter) for the 
generation of electricity by 30 
leading utilities, including all 
costs, is 33.5 mills per 
kilowatt for oil. 17.5 mills for 
coal and 12.3 mills for 
nuclear. 


Why. then, has a handful of 


scientists become nuclear 
critics? Some of the older 
scientists, like 
Berkeley's 


John Gofman. who once took 
part in the big nuclear 
oversell of the 1950s, might be 
motivated by a desire to rec- 
tify what they now perceive as 
their own errors. 


But in the main, the middle- 


aged critics have been 
radicalized by a'single bad ex- 
perience, either with the old 
Atomic Energy Commission 
(AEC) or with the nuclear in- 
dustry from which they may 
have received a patronizing 
response to a legitimate con- 
cern. 


"Take the sad case of Dr. 


Henry Kendall," said Forbes 
Magazine. After making his 
complaint, "The 
AEC, in 


effect, told him to go jump in 
the lake." Yet it was Ken- 
dall's objections that finally 
caused the AEC to improve its 
reactor safety b a c k u p 
systems. But Kendall "was so 
soured by the experience, that 
he became a propagandist 
against nuclear development. 
It was Kendall, in fact, who 
got Ralph Nader interested in 
the subject." 


Not unexpectedly, the 


motivation of the younger 
zealots has little to do with 
nuclear energy itself, but 
rather with the quasi-religious 
personal life style changes 
than can be found in virtually 
every area of American life. 


For example, the reasons 


for the much publicized defec- 
tion of three General Electric 
nuclear engineers in Califor- 
nia recently are diffuse and 
have nothing whatever to do 
with any special hazard or 
problem or example of in- 
competence which they might 
have discovered by virtue of 
their special position as in- 
siders in nuclear industry. 


One quit GE because of the 


"uncertainty of the human 
factor," another because of 
the American decision to sell 
nuclear reactors abroad, and 
the third because India had 
exploded an atomic bomb. All 
are members of the quasi- 
religious Creative Initiative 
Foundation which teaches 
that since plutonium is man- 
made and not God-made, it is 
evil. 


So it appears that the great 


nuclear debate boils down to 
the question of which side can 
manipulate 
propaganda, 


petitions and the press the 
best, and the winner will be 
decided at the poll. 


Sensitive to the storm of 


misinformation on the nuclear 
question and mindful of the 
mistakes of the past, more 
and more scientists are in- 
cluding that trial by propagan- 
da is a bad way to handle such 
a complex and important' 
issue. 


But more importantly, the 


s c i e n t i s t s 
b e l i e v e 
a 


moratorium on nuclear power 
plants would increase the 
dependence of the United 
States upon coal, our only 
alternative fuel. And the use 
of coal is a far more hazar- 
dous way to generate electric 


power shortages which would, 
in turn, create unmanageable 
social problems that would 
dwarf the risks associated 
with building more nuclear 
plants. 


Most scientists believe that 


our society must accept the 
risks of nuclear power genera- 
tion in any case. Actually, it's 
a no-win situation, because 
with oil and natural gas run- 
ning out. energy will never 
again be as sale, cheap and 
available as it has been for the 
last hundred years. 


Although coal and nuclear 


fuel both carry more risks 
than oil or gas. only the most 
improbable hazards of the 
nuclear option have been 
publicized. But not a single 
study has supported the 
nuclear critics' claim that the 
absence of nuclear power can 
be compensated for over time 
by conservation and the use of 
solar or wind energy. 


In response to recent efforts 


to ban nuclear power plants in 
California and other states, 
the relative risks of nuclear 
energy and coal have been 
subjected to detailed analysis 
and 
the 
r e s u l t s 
are 


overwhelmingly in favor of 
nuclear. 


The kind of nuclear accident 


dramatized by Ralph Nader 
and the anti-nuclear move- 
ment is a catastrophic leak of 
radioactivity from any one of 
a hundred operating nuclear 
power plants which would kill a 
thousand or more persons. 
Such a leak is possible, but it 
is probable only once in a 
million years. It is about as 
likely as a meteor striking a 
U.S. population center and 
causing the same number of 
deaths. 


On the other h a n d , a 


National Academy of Sciences 
estimate of the number of 
deaths that would occur as the 
result of the operation of 100 
coal-fired generating plants of 


Risks 


the same capacity ranges 
from a certainty of 200 per 
year to as high as 10.000 a 
year. 


These deaths would be caus- 


ed mainly by pollution, but 
also from smaller but more 
frequent 
accidents directly 


related to the power plants as 
well as from the mining, 
processing and transportation 
of the coal to the plants. Con- 
s i d e r i n g 
t h e 
f a c t o r s 


associated with nuclear power 
and coal-generated power, 
electricity produced by 
nuclear energy is about 500 
times safer than the same 
amount of energy from coal. 


The probabilities of nuclear 


accidents are considered in 
the so-called "Rasmussen 
report." which undoubtedly is 
the most extensive accident 
assessment study ever 
produced for any purpose and 
which was completed last Oc- 
tober at a cost of more than $4 
million. 


The study was headed by 


Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology professor Norman 
C. Rasmussen and was com- 
pletely independent of AEC in- 
fluence or direction. Only 10 
of the 60 full-time persons in- 
volved in the project were 
AEC employes. 


While still in draft form, the 


report w a s c i r c u l a t e d 
to independent reviewers for 
comment, and the report was 
reviewed by a specially con- 
stituted committee of the 
American Physical Society 
( A P S ) , w h i c h i n c l u d e d 
nuclear critics among its 
members. 


About the report, one APS 


committee member and long- 
time nuclear critic, Nobel 
prize-winning physicist Hans 
Bethe said: "The estimate of 
three to five fatalities per 
year can, therefore, be con- 


sidered as the total risk from 
nuclear accidents . . 


"It does not necessarily 


follow, however, thai (he 
social risks associated with 
nuclear reactor accidents afe 
more severe than those 
associated with fossil 
fuels 


(and eventually will become 
less) since there are major 
opportunities for improving 
reactor safety,"Bethe said. 


Another, respected authori- 


ty and author of articles 
critical of nuclear power, 
physicist Frank von Hippel of 
Princeton's Center for En- 
vironmental Studios, was an 
organizer and member of the 
APS committee which review- 
ed the Rasmussen report. 


"11 is not so obvious to me 


that we should abandon 
nuclear energy,' he says. "Of 
special concern are the inter- 
n a t i o n a l 
i n s t a b i l i t i e s 


associated 
w i t h the oil 


economy and the devastating 
climactic changes which 
might result from our ever- 
increasing consumption of 
fossil fuel 
— coal in par- 


ticular." 


The APS committee found 


l i t t l e ' w r o n g 
w i t h t h e 


Rasmussen repurt.Von Hippel 
says: "The consequences of 
each of our wars was much 
worse than any nuclear reac- 
tor accident could ever he. It 
might be fair, therefore, to at- 
tribute a significant share of 
the probability of the next 
major war to the use of oil for 
the generation of electricity." 


While there is. of course, no 


way to measure the probabili- 
ty of war over energy, the 
Rasmussen report had a lot to 
say about risks from other 
factors. 


Although it is obviously age- 


dependent, the average per- 
son has a one-m-100 chance of 
dying each year. Terminal il- 
lness kills most of us. while 
accidents play a very minor 
role. The greatest accident 
r i s k 
comes 
f r o m 
t h e 


automobile, which causes 
nearly 56,000 deaths per year 
nationally. An individual's 
chances of d y i n g in an 
automobile accident are one 
in 4.000. From all causes com- 
bined, the risks of accidental 
death are one in 1.600 per per- 
son each year. 


The Rasmussen report es- 


timates the additional risk 
from a nuclear reactor acci- 
dent of death to any individual 
as one in 5 billion a year. 


Von Hippel, criticizing "two 


o m i s s i o n s 
i n 
t h e 


calculations," says the 
Rasmussen investigators 
made "an underestimate of 
the average number of deaths 
from their 'reference' acci- 
dent by one or two orders of 
magnitude." 


Thus, a c c e p t i n g V o n 


Hippel's "worst case" es- 
timate, the annual individual 
death risk from nuclear power 
plant accident becomes one in 
50 million. 


Finally, an increasing 


number of scientists 
are 


beginning to take notice of the 
alarmist claims made by the 
anti-nuclear groups. Accor- 
dingly, many are scrutinizing 
the claims closely for the first 
time. 


One thing they have dis- 


covered is how simple it is to 
concoct a scare story 
"proving" that some new 
form of power is more 
dangerous than it actually is. 
Even solar energy isn't im- 
mune. 


Thought to be the most 


benign energy option im- 
aginable, solar energy is the 
favorite alternative of the 
nuclear critics. But solar 
energy to heat homes can be 
made to .sound terrifying by 
making a few simple assump- 
tions, all far more reasonable 
than the critics' assumptions 
concerning nuclear energy, 
and a d d i n g a d a s h of 
propaganda.

New Assessments Are Fairer 


Denr Editor: 


The State of New York has made it 


mandatory to have all ;y.u,.orty as- 
sessed at 100 per cent true market 
value in all areas except New York 
City, which is autonomous. This step 
v.ns taken to stop the unfair practice 
by the assessors, using a percentage 
that would benefit 
certain groups, 


such a^ large political contributors, 
people who belonged to a certain polit- 
n'al club or other organization that was 
helpful by their votes in re-electing the 
incumbent assessors. 


Prior to this re-ev aluation. all assess- 


ing was done by the assessor, with just 
recourse to a board that in most cases 
was composed by the assessors and 
their political cronies. The re-eval- 
uation equalization system will tend to 
help the small owner who was paying 
the bulk of the taxes, and shift the 
proper share to the larger owners who 
for v ears have been paying a very small 
share of the tax burden. 


According to the experts on tele- 


vision recently, using Social Security

citizens' income for any tax purpose is 
illegal. Social Security payments are 
an insurance. Our assessors have been 
using Social Security payments as an 
income and in computing our senior 
citizens' income to that extent, there- 


by illegally preventing most of our 
senior citizens from getting the 50 per 
cent tax reduction of the town tax and 
the school taxes, while on the other 
hand, those who have an income of less 
than S6.000 and are much younger, are 
given the fifty per cent school tax 
exemption. Most of us senior citizens 
on Social Security just fall from S50 to 
S500 above the 86,000 figure, yet we 
have no children in school, while many 
of those getting the exemption do have 
children in school. We must get this 
unfair burden taken off our shoulders. 


We paid for every benefit we are 


receiving from Social Security, and it 
is recognized by the federal govern- 
ment that it isn't fair to tt,x us again 
on our own money. 


Over half of the homes now have for 


sale signs on their homes and the 
senior citizen is forced to sell out for 
whatever he can sell his home and 
move out of New York State. Signs are 
appearing every day on more and more 
homes, "For Sale." If this keeps up, 
New York State will be a ghost state. 
Aggravation, worry and hypertension 
are killing our senior citizens. Let's 
stop it.

No Tax Money for Amateur Artists 
\ 


The contest between Senator Claiborne 


Pell and the muses comes now to a head, 
and it repays concentrated thought to 
what is involved. The upcoming climax is 
scheduled for July 29. At that point, 
Senator Pell will use all the traditional 
prerogatives of a senator, and every in- 
choate prerogative of a senator, to block 
the relevant committee from voting to 
schedule hearings on the renomination of 
Ronald Herman as director of the Na- 
tional Endowment for the Humanities. 


My own old-fashioned commitment to 


the private sector brings me to doubt the 
necessity of the NEH, which wasn't 
around to subsidize Mark Twain, the 
Golden Age of the Metropolitan Opera, or 
the proliferation of public libraries at the 
turn of the century. Still, if you are going 
to have 100-million-dollar programs to 
invigorate the humanities and the arts, 
there is one thing about which one has to 
be scrupulously concerned: No 
af- 


firmative action for mediocrity. Paradox- 
ically, it was Senator Pell who proposed 
the National Endowment programs in the 
first instance. It is he who is now trying 
to dismember the humanities program. 


How? By suggesting that the money be 


disbursed, instead of by a central in- 
stitute, by local arbiters elegentiae. It is 
quite improper to suppose that Pro- 
vidence Rhode Island is without men and 
women greatly talented in their recogni- 
tion of scholars and writers and artists. It 
is preposterous to assume that the same 
high standards that have governed Pro- 
fessor Ronald Herman would govern 
Senator Pell's satrap in Rhode Island. 


Indeed, Senator Pell spoke excitedly 


(how else might one speak, and come up 
with such a thought?) about making 
money available to garage mechanics to 
create sculpture in their off hours. I think 
it totally admirable that artisans should 
in their leisure hours write fiction, paint 
canvases, and fashion sculpture, or make 
music; and utterly unreasonable to sub- 
sidize these endeavors by federal tax 
money. Local tax money is itself unfruit- 
fully disbursed for the subsidy of hobbies; 
the notion that federal money should go 
to such enterprises is a discouraging 
cpaitulation to parochial vainglory. 


Ronald Herman is a Shakespeare 


scholar. He wrote perhaps the most 
perceptive book on the 60's. Politically he 
is a conservative. His fair-mindedness has 
however earned him the universal support 
of senators, scholars and poets with views 
sound and unsound. He has made mis- 
takes, as anyone would spending that 
much money in a year. But his eclectic 
interests, his passion for excellence his 
humane concern for both high scholarship

and broadly appealing entertainment 
(the NEH put up the money for The 
Adams Chronicles) make him the ideal 
man to preside over a board composed of 
distinguished citizens. To dismember 
that operation by establishing 50 state 
cultural patronage centers is, simply, to 
throw away whatever merit lies in the 
plan in the first instance. 


The Senate, whose liberal members 


always speak of the necessity to free 
themselves of the accretions of a history 
marked by the obstructive leverage of 
individual members, nevertheless is ap- 
parently undecided on whether to yield to 
Senator Pell. And this notwithstanding 
that the editor of the prestigious Journal- 
Bulletin of Providence, Mr. James Doyle, 
has written a searing indictment of the 
Pell Plan. 


Mr. Doyle, who is a member of the 


Rhode Island Committee for the 
Humanities, looks witheringly at the 


chummy plans of Senator Pell in the post- 
Herman age. Doyle quotes Pell as speak- 
ing enthusiastically about $1,000 grants 
for "mom and pop store operators" to 
pursue latent interest in the Great Books, 
or $500 to a "lumberjack with aspirations 
of historical research." Said sums to be 
disbursed by state administrators ap- 
pointed by the governor. 


Bring on that reorganization, says Mr. 


Doyle, and he will resign from Rhode 
Island's own committee — "and, I think, 
Mr. Pell, I will not here be a minority of 
one." 


The crucial vote is that of Senator 


Harrison Williams of New Jersey, the 
chairman of the Labor and Public 
Welfare Committee. On July 29 the com- 
mittee will set up a date for a public 
hearing on tde Herman appointment. Or 
it will table that appointment. If it does, 
the Phillistines will have won an impor- 
tant victory.

ting foreign aid budgets in the House. 


His constant interventions with food 
. 


shipments has aroused the curiosity of the 
Agriculture' Department, State Depart- 
ment and the FBI. Indeed, the FBI is 
investigating Passman's relationship with 
the companies that have been getting 
foreign aid contracts. 


The Agriculture Department is also 


investigating 
whether the old 


curmudgeon has tried to manipulate the 
commodities market by influencing over- 
seas sales. 


These are charges that he has denied, 


with righteous outrage. He has sworn to 
us, by all that he holds holy, that he 
intervened solely to save the taxpayers' 
money and to help all-American com- 
panies. 


Otto Passman was born at the turn of 


the century to tenant farmers and was 
brought up on unseasoned com bread and 
clabbered milk. At age 10, he was hired 
out to a neighboring farmer for $5 a 
month. 


He decided to make his own way in the 


world after he turned 14. He dropped out 
of the fourth grade, worked on a cotton- 
and-rice farm for a while and eventually 
got a job in a grocery store. 


The memory of his grim childhood 


developed in him a fierce attachment fcr 
every dollar he ever earned. He managed 
to hang on to enough money to invest in 
one business after another. His Passman 
Wholesale Equipment Company, a com- 
mercial refrigeration firm and Passman 
Investment Company thrived under his 
tight fist. 


While he treated every dollar with 


tenderness, he was not unmindful of those 
less blessed. He tithed to the church . and 
became an active Mason. When friends 
were down on their luck, he was available 
for a loan and a lecture on economy. 


Passman became admired in Monroe, 


La., whose burghers elected him to Con- 
gress in 1946. He made foreign aid his 
specialty. His knowledge of the intimate 
details of foreign aid is unparalleled. Or 
as one of his colleagues once said in 
exasperation: "(Passman) knows the 
number of coat hangers they have in 
Khartoum, but not what the AID pro- 
gram is doing in the Sudan." 


He developed a special interest in rice. - 


This might seem natural enough, since 
his native Louisiana is the nation's lead- 
ing rice producer. But the company that 
usually benefited from Passman's in- 
tervention in rice matters was located in 
New Jersey. 


The Connell Rice and Sugar Company • 


of Westfield, N.J., has wound up with 
•'• 


export contracts worth $680 million dur- 
ing the last seven years. This is roughly 
half of the $1.3 billion that the Food for . 
Peace Program has exported during this 
time. 


Passman has also been partial to the St. 


John Maritime Company, which has had 
equally good fortune in getting freight 
contracts to ship food to needy nations. 


In 1973, for example, Passman flew to 


Saigon for discussions with then-Presi- 
dent Thieu. Sources privy to their con- 
versation said Passman had urged Thieu 
to utilize St. John ships to haul grain to • 
South Vietnam. The Louisiana legislator 
explained his power over the foreign aid 
budget, according to our sources. 


This made such an impression on Thieu 


that he later dispatched his Minister of 
Economy to Louisiana to relay personally 
to Passman the good news that St. John 
had been awarded the shipping contracts. 


Passman also impressed upon U.S. of- . 


ficials, who had to approve the shipping 
agent, that St. John was "in the best • 
position" to fill the contract, say our 
sources. 


The congressman confirmed that

Passman assisted St. John, he said, to 


keep the business in the United States.

Carter became the Democratic 
presidential nominee on the 
basis of the primary votes of 
only 6.2 million persons. 


Similarly, either President 


Gerald Ford or Ronald Reagan 
will shortly become the Re- 
publican nominee on the basis 
of considerably less than 5 
million primary votes apiece. 


Those are depressing 


statistics, for they indicate 
how painfully few persons in a 
nation with a voting age 
population of nearly 140 
million bothered to participate 
in the pre-convention political 
process this year. 


Only 43.8 per cent of eligible 


registered voters turned out for 
the 
presidential preference 


primaries, slightly more than 
the 42.6 per cent turnout in 
1972. Because there were so 
many Democratic candidates 
in the field, Carter was able to 
win handily with only 39 per 
cent of the total Democratic 
primary votes cast. Ford and 


Reagan have split the Re- 
publican primary votes 49 per 
cent to 50,6 per cent, respec- 
tively. 


In the caucus states, the 


turnout was much poorer, even 
though new Democratic Party 
rules provided for mass de- 
legate selection sessions and a 
jtauch more open process than 
in the past. The best turnout 
rate in a caucus state was 19 
per cent in Connecticut, less 
than half the average turnout 
rate in primary states. 


The result of such indif- 


ference is that more than half 
of the nations's eligible voters 
will be faced with a choice 
between two men in the fall 
whom they played no role in 
helping to select for the con- 
test and both of whom they 
may therefore dislike or resent. 


Voter turnout is traditional- 


ly higher for the general elec- 
tion tries, but hardly 
something to shout about. 


It has been falling steadily 


since 1960, when 63 per cent of 
the 
voting age population 


chose John 
Kennedy over 


Richard Nixon. In 1972, a year 
of emotional social issues and 
heated Vietnam rhetoric, only 
55.7 per cent participated. 


Some experts believe that 


apathy and frustration have 
grown 
greatly 
since 
then, 


fueled by White House corrup-

Whether that is true may de- 
pend upon how sharply Carter 
and his GOP opponent define 
the issues and whether they 
can restore a sense of credibili- 
ty to the process.

New Delegate Count 
Reagan Claims Vote Gains 


President Ford may pick up most of 


Mississippi's 30 convention votes as a result 
of the delegation leader's switch to him from 
Ronald Reagan. But Reagan's forces counter 
with claims they have eroded Ford's strength 
in Pennsylvania. 


The two states currently are center stage in 


the battle for the Republican presidential 
nomination. In both cases, Reagan's an- 
nouncement that he wants Sen. Richard 
Schweiker, R-Pa., as his running mate makes 
the difference. 


Reagan has lost at least four delegates since 


picking Schweiker, and may lose more in the 
conservative South. But surveys in the Far 
West showed the Californian's support hold- 
ing firm despite open unhappiness over 
Schweiker by many of the delegates. 


A better picture of the Pennsylvania situ- 


ation emerges today when the 103-member 
delegation caucuses on Capitol Hill, talks to 
Schweiker, and visits the White House to 
meet with Ford in late afternoon. 


Meanwhile, in Plains, Ga., Jimmy Carter 


and his Democratic running mate Sen. Walter 
Mondale got a foreign policy briefing from 
CIA Director George Bush, and scheduled an 
end today to their four days of intensive issues 
studies in various fields. 


After completing the economic session 


Wednesday, Carter outlined some of his goals, 
which include reducing inflation to 4 per cent 
a year and stabilizing the economic growth 
rate at 4 to 6 per cent annually. 


Schweiker claimed Wednesday he has con- 


verted six Ford delegates to Reagan in Penn- 
sylvania and "in excess" of 13 others have 


moved from Ford to the uncommitted col- 
umn. 


Drew Lewis. Ford's Pennsylvania chairman, 


discounted the claim and asked Schweiker to 
name the delegates to back up his statements. 


DPI shows 80 votes for Ford, eight for 


Reagan and 15 uncommitted in Pennsylvania 


Mississippi was once considered strong Re- 


agan territory but a survey b\ DPI of 54 of the 
60 delegates, who will cast half votes at the 
convention, showed a surge of Ford strength 
there. 


Ford had only 3 of the 30 Mississippi votes 


in an earlier UPI survey, but jumped to 12' > 
in the latest tally. His total could go higher 
as a result of the Wednesday night announce- 
ment by leader Clarke Reed that he hab 
decided to support Ford instead of Reagan. 


Reagan, who had 24 in the earlier count,

annual reports. 


Limited amnesty for Viet- 


Full par- 
dons for any felonies or misde- 
meanors committed by former 
presidents, yes. But failure to 
file annual reports... 


Well, you can see what 


would happen. Let a dog 
dealer in Valley Center, Kan., 
get away with skipping his 
federal paperwork and the 
next thing vou know the whole 
system collapses. 


Several questions in connec- 


tion with this case may have 
popped into your mind. One of 
which is, how did the govern- 
ment find Valley Center? 


The USDA press release 


does not touch on that point.

NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - 


Uganda shrugged off Britain's 
unprecedented decision to 
break diplomatic ties with 
Kampala and says the remain- 
ing 200 to 300 Britons in the 
country will become Ugandan 
citizens. 


At the same time, President 


Idi Amm renewed his on-again 
off-again verbal war against 
the leaders of neighboring 
Kenya — his "brothers and 
sisters" two days ago but now 
"not even Africans." 


London broke with Kampala 


Wednesday, the first time it 
had severed relations with.a 
Commonwealth nation 


"We don't care about the 


British decision to cut ties," a 
Uganda spokesman at Amin's 
headquarters in Kampala said 
Wednesday night. 


"The 
French government 


will handle the remaining Brit- 
ish citizens here and we know 
most of them have opted to 
stay. They will become Ugan- 
da citizens " 


It was unclear if he meant 


the remaining Britons, mainly 
missionaries and teachers, 
would become citizens volun- 
tarily or by force 


In remarks on Radio Ugan- 


da, Amm himself said he was 
"still studying the implica- 
tions involved in the British 
announcement." 


He urged the remaining 


Britons to accept conditions m 
Uganda as tney are. But 
Western diplomats worried the 
Uganda leader might even- 
tually hold them as political 
pawns 


London save no reason for 


breaking the ties except to 
note two British diplomats 
were recently expelled from 


Uganda "for no good reason" 
and to say its embassy had 
been unable to "discharge its 
normal duties." 


But the decision culminated 


years of growing tension be- 
tween the two countries and

citizenship 


The woman, Mrs. Dora

avert a possible war between 
Kenya and Uganda bogged 
down in Nairobi 


OAU Secretary General Wil- 


liam Eteki was scheduled to 
fly later from Nairobi to Kam- 
pala to meet with Amin. But 
Radio Ugasda denounced 
Kenyan 
officials 
and said 


"they were not even Africans." 


It would be better for all 


concerned "if Kenya was rep- 
resented by the Israelis or the 
Americans' in 
negotiations, 


the radio said, adding, "Ken- 
yans themselves will soon re- 
alize they have been misled by 
the government." 


Only Tuesday, Amm re- 


versed earlier threats to invade 
his neighbor and said Ugan- 
dan troops "would not move 
one inch into Qenya because 
we are brothers and sisters."

The subcommittee, headed 


by Rep. John E. Moss, D- 


* Calif., wants to check whether 


the wiretaps actually involved 
foreign espionage and were le- 
gitimately exempt from court 
authorizations required for all 
domestic wiretaps. 


The 
Justice 
Department 


told Gasch that dissemination 
of the documents Moss sought 
— FBI letters requesting ATT 
to set up leased extension lines 
for the wiretaps — would "en- 
danger informants and double 
agents." 


"Such disclosures would ter- 


minate 
various 
intelligence 


capabilities 
of the 
United 


States ... would reveal techni- 
cal capabilities of the United 
States ... would eliminate val- 
uable sources of information ... 
and would severely 
hamper 


the conduct of our relations 
with foreign powers," the de- 
partment said. 


Ford tried in vain to per- 


suade Moss to accept "edited 
memos" instead of the ATT 
documents, and then asked 
ATT not to comply with the 
subpoena. He then asked for 
court help after ATT said it 
intended to comply anyway.

25 scene changes, and - piece de resistance 
- a leading man who looks and sounds like 
Ezio Pinza, the original Emile de Beque? 


You're right 
if you 
guessed "South 


Pacific," the current production which is 
responsible for very enchanted evenings at 
Ulster County Community College's Quim- 
by Theatre. The superlative production con- 
tinues evenings through Saturday night, 
July 31. if you feel in the mood for nostalgia 
and romance set to a musical score by 
Rodgers and Hammerstein that has become 
a modern classic. And just who couldn't use 
an evening of escape into a May-December 
love story, against a oackdrop of idyllic 
South Pacific beaches during World War II, 
with a lesson in prejudice that's as new as 
tomorrow's Daily Freeman headlines. 


One patron remarked "I saw the original 


'South Pacific' and 11 productions since 
then, and each one is different. It's not fair 
to compare them to the first one..." 


Not fair, unless you have Chet London as 


Emile, the French, aging plantation owner, 
always in character complete with beard and 
a French accent right off the Rue Madelaine. 
His solo,"This Nearly Was Mine," cap- 
tivated his audience. According to program 
notes, London is a veteran of more than ;8 
years of professional theatre, and television. 
As the saying goes, their loss is our gain, as 
he retired to a farm in Clove Va'.iey. 


Making her musical theatre and acting 


debut is Sharon Schneck, the 1975 Miss 
Ulster County, as Ensign Nellie Forbush, the 
girl who wins Emile's eart. Miss Schneck 
played the role with freshness and youthful 
bounce, particularly good in the "I'm Gonna 
Wash That Man Right Out of My Hair" 
vocal and dance, and the "Honeybun" duet 
with "Luther Billis," This was quite a credit 
to her ability to appear in such a demanding 
role first time out. 


"Bloody Mary" as portrayed by Millie 


Streib had just the right accent and voice as 
the bustling Tonkinese matron. Veteran 
UCCC player Cornelius Knapp walked off 
with the scenes as the project-happy Luther 
Billis. Making the most of his role, Adolph 
Allers gave a sharp characterization to the 
part of Captain Brackett. 


The children, Kalpana Gupta and David 


Hai Warren, were properly winning in their 
duet "Dites Moi" which both opened and 
closed the show. John Heitzman as the 


Commander, and Joe Guadagne as Henri 
and Nancy Modjeska as Liat were very much 
at home in their parts. Tim Scherer brought 
his fine vocal talents to the role of Lt. Joseph 
Cable. 


Then there are the Sailors - who all but 


bring down the house with "There Is 
Nothing Like a Dame." And the Nurses, who 
sing, act and kick like Radio City Rockettes. 
Vi Fowler, who has been 
in previous 


musicals, appears here with the Bali Ha'i 
Dancers. 


In other roles are Chris Bogert, Scott 


Anthony and Kevin Fischang, doubling from 
their sailor labels. 


Accompaniment comes from an entire 


orchestra, not a tape or a piano, under the 
fine direction of Earl Proper, of Onteora 
High School staff. Martelle Lawson was 
responsible for the costumes and for the 
imaginative choreography. 


Which brings us to the head of the Lawson 


menage, John Lawson, the director, whose 
fourth summer musical is the most am- 
bitious of all. As head of the theatre division, 
Lawson has graduated the summer musical 
from an all-volunteer effort to a credit and 
non-credit course in which students pay for 
the training of being in his productions. 
Even the donation of part of a set from NYC 
("The Norman Conquests") didn't begin to 
solve the technical problems 
of scene 


changes behind scrims in "South Pacific." 
Everybody wins as a result of the five-week 
rehearsal period. Actors and technicians 
lenrn, and the audiences rise to standing 
ovations as they did Tuesday. Where else 
could you find a full-scale musical with a 
complete orchestra — at college prices? 


Tuesday's curtain was an hour earlier as 


arranged by student David Levine and An- 
toinette Tennant, Office 
of the Aging. 


Busloads of senior citizens were there from 
all over the county. And Kenneth Coombs, 
chairman of Handicapped in Action, said 
that 98 members were there from Rhinebeck 
Country Village.

If you go, get there early so you can read

t he late 40's to huge casts and Cast-moving 
scenes with a romantic message. A nearly 
extinct breed on Broadway, the musical 
survives in little theatre and campus produc- 
tions.

Ulster County Volunteer Firemen's Associa- 
tion is holding its three-day 1976 Convention 
here beginning today. The event is being held 
in conjunction with the 100th anniversary of 
Union Hose Volunteer Fire Company No. -t. 
A huge parade will climax the convention 
Saturday starting at 4 p.m. on Wurts Street. 


There is an exception to the old truism that 


you can't get something for nothing - 5,000 
volunteer fire fighters across the county devote 
untold time and energy to protecting lives and 
property, and they do it without compensation. 


Volunteers keep "home alert boxes" in their 


homes which sound when there is an emergency 
and give the location and the type of fire. 
Drivers and assistant drivers report to the 
firehouse and the other volunteers go directly 
to the scene of the fire. After fighting a fire for 
four or five hours, and spending another three 
or four hours cleaning and storing their equip- 
ment, they report to their regular jobs. "It 
makes a long day sometimes," says Jack 
Kolano, secretary and former chief of the 
Snugerties 
Fire 
Department. 
"Sometimes 


you're up around the clock, but I feel I'm doing 
my community n service and as long as I'm 
helping someone, I'm happy.' 


Volunteer fire chiefs say they get good cooper- 


ation from the employers of volunteers. "When 
there's n major fire'" says Saugerties Fire Chief 
Don McCaig. "the fellows' employers let them 
go anil do what they have to do. We've had 100 
per cent cooperation from the business com- 
munity." 


Volunteers come from all walks of life - 


teachers, mechanics, bank officers, highway 
workers, housewives. When asked why they do 
it, they all stress community service. "Some- 
body has to do it," says William Ferry, fire chief 
of Tillson. McCnig says,"0ur community, like 


many others, couldn't afford to pay for fire 
protection. As it is, it's one of the cheapest 
services a municipality can provide." 


iVlcCaig thinks most people take the volun- 


teers for granted. "The majority of the people 
who are not firemanically inclined see the fire 
fighters parading and drinking beer after the 
parade. They never see the volunteers in action. 
Who's going to go out in the middle of the night 
and watch them fight fires? They only ap- 
predate the volunteers when they have to come 
to their house." 


"When you do a good job, you don't get the 


recognition unless you blow your own horn," 
says Bloomington Chief Herbert 
Faurote. 


"When something goes wrong, then you hear 
about it." The lack of recognition doesn't seem 
to bother volunteers. "We're out there to do our 
job," says Jack Kolano. "We don't worry about 
recognition." 


The efforts of the Ulster County volunteer fire 


fighters are coordinated by the county Bureau 
of Fire Control which was created by an act of 
the County Legislature in 1958. In 1959 four 
dispatchers worked in the basement of the TB 
Hospital with two-way radios to the volunteer 
companies. The present fire control building on 
Golden Hill Drive was built in 1968 with its own 
emergency generator for power. In 1969 it was 
dedicated the Joseph L. Murphy Fire Control 
Center. Today there are 10 dispatchers under 
the direction of County Coordinator Wes Clark, 
serving 57 fire companies throughout the coun- 
ty. Seventy-five per cent are on a "first alarm" 
hookup with the control center. This means the 
initial call comes to the center and home alert 
.units are notified from there. The control center 
also assigns "stand-by units" to man the 
firehouses of the companies who are out at a fire 
and calls in aid to the scene if it is necessary. 


"I have all the confidence in the world in the 
dispatchers." says Don McCaig. "They've got 
a lot of responsibility and they do a magnificent 
job." 


Wes Clark also administers the educational 


programs provided by the state Division of Fire 
Prevention and Control. In addition to the lime 
they spend fighting fires andS'mopping up", the 
volunteers also commit one or two evenings a 
week to training courses. Almost all volunteers 
have taken the "Essentials of Firemanship". 
but. there are many courses in various aspects 
of firefighting for which the state sends instruc- 
tors to local firehouses. Sometimes volunteers 
go up to the state Fire Training Academy at 
Montour Falls. 


A relatively new development in volunteer 


fire fighting is the advent of the female "fire- 
person". Many volunteer fire companies have 
women volunteers. "I've been involved in it for 
15 years," says Lois Bigando of Kingston's 
Union Hose Company, "with my husband 
running off to fires - even when we were going 
together. He's deeply involved,-it went through 
him and brainwashed me!" Jim Winters, the 
fire chief of West Clinton in Dutchess County 
says he has 12 women volunteers who do all the 
work the men do. "They're not ladies' aux- 
iliary," he says, "two are on the rescue squad 
and "some run the pumps." "Now that my wife 
is involved," says Winters, "we do a lot of the 
things together and she understands better. 
When you come back from a fire, she knows 
what you're talking about." 


Volunteer firefighters save communities all 


over the county countless tax dollars. Why they 
do it remains a happy mystery.^ "A good 
volunteer is a dedicated individual" says Dnn 
McCaig. "When that gong goes he sacrifices nil 
he has with no thought of compensation. 
They're a separate breed."

SKATING THE DOG 
What Didn't Happen Was the Big News 


WASHINGTON (DPI) — 


In the category of final ob- 
servations about the 1976 De- 
mocratic national convention: 


1. It was said by. some that 


nothing of interest really hap- 
pened at Madison Square 
Garden. 


2. It was said by others that 


the reason nothing happened 
was that Jimmy Carter strong- 
armed all opposition 
into 


silence. 


Not so on both counts. 
On the first count, it is true 


that there were no fights of 
any consequence on the con- 
vention floor. That in itself is 
of some interest in view of the 
Democratic Party's record in 
recent conventions. 


But the absence of conflict 


was not the news. The ap- 
pearance of unity was. Anyone 
who had seen at close quarters 
the depth of emotion ex- 
pended by the Democrats who 
sliced and chopped at each 
other for 12 years had to go too 
this convention skeptical 
about the chances of keeping 
the peace. 


This convention was con- 


ducted or a civil plane, but 
not because the feuding De- 


mocrats have become tired of 
arguing about doctrine. The 
same contending ideologies 
that had ripped up previous 
p a r t y 
m e e t i n g s 
were 


represented at New York and 
still exist in the party as it 
moves toward the 1976 cam- 
paign. 


The difference was the will- 


ingness of the opposing camps 
to accept defeat without walk- 
ing out or to gain victory 
without feeling a need too 
destroy the other side. The 
difference was the realization 
that the Democratic Party 
could not win the presidency 
unless it presented at least the 
image of unity to the voters. 


Which brings up Carter's 


role in keeping the convention 
quiet There is no doubt that 
the candidate-apparent, as 
aware as anyone else that 
shrill and bitter controversy 
could hurt his chances in Nov- 
ember, wanted a peaceful con- 
vention. 


And it is also true that 


Carter used his strength in the 
pre-convention period to de- 
fuse a number of potential 
conflicts on the platform and 
on convention and party rules.

Refugee-Designer Wins 
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Designer Nghi Van Nguyen 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 


Nghi Van Nguyen, 19, a Viet- 
namese refugee with no formal 
training in fsihion design, won 
a $2,600 scholarship with the 
Fashion Institute and praise 
from movie costume designer 
Edith Head. 


"I have always been in- 


terested in design'," Nghi said. 
"But before I won the contest 
I would not be able to go to 
school until January 1977." 


Nghi, h'is mother, four 


brothers and two sisters fled 
Da Nang. during the Com- 
munist takeover and lived at 
Camp Pendleton Marine Base 
for more than six months until 
they were sponsored by a San 
Diego woman. 


A high school student in San 


Diego, Nghi has studied paint- 
ing and drawing but no design. 
The contest, with more than 
500 entrants, also offered a 
study tour in Europe. 


"In Vietnam we didn't have 


much fashion designing," he 
said. "Most of the clothes are 
brought from Europe. Viet- 
nam doesn't have a fashion 
design school. We learn by 
ourselves and from other de- 
signers." 


Sweden Takes Care of Own 


STOCKHOLM 
(UPI) - 


The Swedish welfare nation 
looks after its citizens from 
conception to the grave. 


There are welfare allowances 


for almost everything, from 
free medical checkups and 
birth technique during preg- 
nancy, to the paying for a 
gravestone upon death. 


"Without welfare, I am not 


sure I would be alive today," 
said. Per, 22, a former drug 
addict who succesfully un- 
derwent rehabilitation. 


"I used to get stoned on 


booze, speed, 
hashish and 


LSD, more or less at the same 
time. But about a year ago I 
decided for a change in my 
life. The social workers really 
hciped me. They made me a 
human beine again," said the 
longhaired Stockholmer. 


While being treated at a free 


rehabilitation 
institute, Per 


said he received an unemploy- 
ment allowance of 90 kroner 
($20.31) daily. After tax, he 
was 
left 
with 
67 kroner 


($15.15) daily. 


After eight months at the 


institute, Per took a room in a 
boarding house. The state paid 
for food and rent. And he still 
received his 67 daily kroner. 


Four months after he left the 


rehabilitation center, Per took 
a 
st^te-organized job test 


which included many in- 
terviews in order to discover 
the best type of profession for 
him. 


"Of_ co'irse, it takes tax- 


payers money to keep the sys- 


tem running, but it is a damn 
good one as far as I am con- 
cerned," Per said. 


The National Social Welfare 


Service is a huge organization 
which assures that not only 
people like Per get on the right 
track again but also provides' 
mandatory economic allow- 
ances. 


It takes a large bureaucracy 


to cover social welfare obliga- 
tions such as free day nurseries 
for children, general child al- 
lowances, home-help sen-ices, 
holidays 
for 
children 
and 


housewives, criminal care, un- 
employment insurance, retire- 
ment and early retirement 
pensions. 


The Stockholm Central 


Board of Social Welfare offices 
cover five pages in the tele- 
phone book. National central 
administration costs in 1974 
totaled 
344 million kronor 


($77.8 million). 


Many Swedes object to spe- 


cial social assistence, a small 
part of the Social Welfare 
budget. In 1974 this special 
assistance was given to 220.901 
persons at a total cost of 529.9 
million kronor (S119.8 mil- 
lion). 


This special social as- 


sistance is for people who 
could not make a go of life with 
ordinary assistance. 


For instance, 
special aid 


may be available to a family 
whose income and fixed rent 
allowance doesn't match a 
high rent and everyday costs of 
living. A special monthly eco- 


nomical aid fills the gap. 


The basic yearly amount of 


money under this social as- 
sistance is 10,400 kronor 
($2,352). A single male in need 
can get 90 per cent of this sum 
in one year. A married couple 
can be provided with 150 per 
cent, or 15,600 kronor ($3,529), 
and additional money is avail- 
able depending on the number 
of children involved. 


"There is a belief that people 


on social assistance welfare are 
cheating the system. I think 
cheaters are rare," said Lars 
Olofsson, administrative sec- 
retary at the Social Service 
Center in the Stockholm sub- 
urb of Tensta. 


In Stockholm there are 17 


service centers handling mat- 
ters of social assistance. Ser- 
vice Center No. 16 in Tensta 
has 41,000 inhabitants with 27 
per cent immigrants within its 
area. 


"Last March we had 2,400 


relief recipients, which is a 
relatively high figure," 
Olofsson said. 


Bengt Larsson, 23, a Tensta 


social worker, said "there is a 
lot of trouble here. Often some 
recipient threatens to kill you. 
The immigrants are calm, but 
young people on drugs can be 
quite dangerous." 


Last June 16, a man on 


welfare stabbed a suburb ser- 
vice center female employe to 
death at her counter. Police 
said he apparently was not 
satisfied with a 50 kronor ($11) 
social assistance handout.

"Today a federal policeman 


was executed and a Browning 
pistol recovered for the people. 
This act shows once again that 
the only Argentine army, the 
Montonero army, will not give 
up its attacks on the repressive 
police and the sellout military 
until the resistance overthrows 
the military dictatorship". 


The Montonero 
guerrillas 


began as far-left Peromsts al- 
though the late Juan D. Peron 
disowned them.

Lutherans Move 
Against Bombers 


BOSTON (UPI) - A reso- 


lution calling on Congress to 
stop production and develop- 
ment of the Bl airplane was 
approved without debate this 
week by the convention of the 
Lutheran Church in America. 


The resolution called on law- 


makers to "stop production as 
well as further research and 
development of the Bl bomb- 
er." 


The resolution stated "the 


Bl bomber is wasteful of hu- 
man and national resources" 
and "more jobs can be created 
by public spending in provid- 
ing the unmet needs of the 
American public." It asked 
money saved by stopping pro- 
duction "be used to meet so- 
cial needs such as adequate 
housing mass transit and or 
low-cost health care." 


A spokesman for the church 


said it was believed to be the 
first time a major church body 
took a position on the issue. 


The convention also ap- 


proved a resolution that asked 
the church's divisions in North 
America to provide members 
with updated study material 
and suggestions on the issues 
of arras control. 


The 685 delegates also ap- 


proved recommendations on 
church positions concerning 
women, the aged and higher 
education. 


They voted to ask all church 


divisions to cooperate in a 
strategy to help the church "in 
serving as an advocate in soci- 
ety on behalf of justice, dignity 
and human fulfillment for the 
elderly." 


The delegates accepted a 


recommendation to request 
each church synod to in- 
corporate programs for dealing 
with women's issues and a 
recommendation to provide a 
"rationale" for the church's

in

OAKLAND (UPI) — A few seasons ago, if a manager tried to do 


what Paul Richards did to John "Blue Moon" Odom Wednesday night, 
it probably would have resulted in a bitter confrontation on the mound. 


When Richards lifted the 31-year-old 


right-hander during the sixth inning of a 
no-hitter against his former Oakland A's 
teammates, the now mellow Odom did 
not object. 


As it turned out, Odom got credit for a 


combined no-hitter —with rookie Fran- 
cisco Barrios finishing up—and a 2-1 
victory for the Chicago White Sox, It was 
only the fourth time in major league 
history that more than one pitcher 
worked a no-hitter. 


"I felt it was time he took me 
out," 


Odom said later. "I had lost my rhythm 
and I didn't know where my pitches were 
going. But it all worked out for the best, 
didn't it?" 


Odom,, who toiled for the A's for nine 


seasons and pitched the first game ever 
played in the Oakland Coliseum, labored 
through five-plus innings. During that 
span, however, he was in constant trouble 
because of nine walks. 


"1 kept the A's off balance," said 


Odom, who was released to the minors at 
the start of this season and made it back 
to the major leagues only three weeks ago. 
"They didn't know what I was going to 
throw." 


Odom admit'°d he knew a no-hitter 


was in progress but the gem didn't dawn 
on Barrios "until I looked at 
the 


Scoreboard as I walked out at the start of 
the ninth inning."

Only Boxers 
Can Save U.S. 
From Third Place 


MONTREAL (UPI) — First it was the Russians who came along 


and destroyed the myth of American invincibility. Hard as it was to 
accept, at least there was the consolation that the Soviet Union is a 
bigger country. 


Now East Germany has emerged, and 


when the current Olympic Games end 
Sunday, the likelihood is that the United 
States won't even be second best. Swal- 
low this humiliation, and then choke a 
little more when you consider that East 
Germany is approximately the size of 
Ohio with a population of less than 17 
million people. 


If anything can save the U.S. from 


falling down another notch on the in- 
ternational ladder, it will only come as 
the result of a superb effort by the boxers. 
Seven of them advanced to today's semi- 
finals in the Maurice Richard Arena, 
assuring America of seven more medals. 


In what should be the most exciting 


matchup of the day, Big John Tate goes 
against Cuba's Teofilo Stevenson, seeking 
to become the first man to win the 
Olympic heavyweight title twice. Tate, a 
bruising 6-4, 225-pounder from Knoxvilie, 
Tenn., pulled out a split decision over 6- 
5, 238-pound Peter Hussing of West Ger- 
many Wednesday night, and earned the 
plaudits of George Foreman. 


'•'Big John can do it all," offered the 


former Olympic and world heavyweight 
champion. "If he can get inside on him 
(Stevenson), take away his punching 
power, he's got a good shot. 


"He's got to keep him doing something 


he can't do: turn tough and crazy and 
Stevenson won't be able to handle it." 


Still, despite the haul of boxing medals, 


it will be difficult to overcome what has 
turned into a debacle for the U.S. forces 
in track and field. Once the world's 
supreme power, the Yanks are running 
into stone walls in Montreal and of the 20 
gold medals awarded thus far, they have 
claimed a paltry two. 


Typical of the American ineptitude was 


Wednesday's 
performance when they 


managed a single bronze medal in five 
events. That came when Willie Daven- 
port, a 33-year-old marvel appearing in 
his fourth Olympics, was third behind 
Guy Drut of France in the 110-meter 
hurdles. 


This marked the first time since 1928 


that the Americans have failed to win the 
hurdles event, just as earlier this week 
they failed to take a medal in the 100- 
meter dash for the first time since 1928, 
failed to place in the shot put for the first 
time since 1936 and lost the pole vault for 
the second time in a row after winning it 
in every previous Olympics. 


Meanwhile, East German women won 


two more golds Wednesday with Rose- 
marie Ackerman taking the high jump 
with a leap of 6 feet, 4 inches, and Baerbel 
Eckert the 200 meters in 22.38 seconds. 
The Germans also picked up two bronze 
medals. 


This was enough to push East Germany 


back into second place in the medal 
standings with 68 to 67 for the U.S. The 
Soviet Union is a runaway leader with 87 
medals. The same order prevails in gold 
medals with Russia having 33, East Ger- 
many 30 and the U.S. 22. 


There is no real secret to the emergence 


of East Germany, which started compet- 
ing as an entity in the Olympics in 1968 
and won 20 gold and 66 total medals at 
Munich in 1972. There is an organized 
program of sports participation among all 
the people'of East Germany, and approx- 
imately 60 per cent of the country's youth 
compete regularly. To help them along, 
there are 191,000 permanent and volun-i 


tary coaches throughout the country and 
36,000 sports installations. 


"Even though we have been quite suc- 


cessful in the recent Olympics, this has - 
not been only an eight-year effort," ex- 
-" 


plained Wolfgang Gitter, a member of the ' 
East German National Olympic Commit- 
• 


tee. "After the Second World War, there 
were a lot of things for us to worry about * 
besides sport, but we still tried to engage j 
young people in athletics.

mauled Ottomar Sachse of East Germany 
and Michael, a middleweight, won over 
Poland's Pyszard Pasiewiz after knocking 
him down with a crunching right to the 
head in the second round. 


However, the perfect day in the ring 


was ruined when welterweight Clint Jack- 
son, the Pan Am champion from Nash- 
ville, Tenn., lost a 3-2 decision to Pedro 
Gamarro of Venezuela. 


Four 
other 
Americans won their 


quarter-final bouts on Tuesday. They 
were flyweight Leo Randolph of Tacoma, 
Wash., bantamweight Charles Mooney of 
Ft. Bragg, N.C., lightweight Howard 
Davis of Glen Cove, N.Y., and light 
welterweight Ray Leonard of Palmer 
Park, Md. 


Willie Davenport, after saving the U.S. 


from a complete medal washout in the 
main 
Olympic stadium Wednesday, 


agreed that something had to be done if 
America ever is to emerge again as the 
world track leader. 


"We're as good as we used to be," 


Davenport said, "but the rest of the world 
has caught us. What we're lacking in 
America is a development program. 
We're going to have to develop something 
for the post collegians. 


"I can't be specific about what we need 


because I think it's something you have 
to study first. But government support 
might be a solution." 


Oddly, Drut, the first nativebom 


Frenchman to win a track and field gold 
medal since 1928, credited his training in 
America for his victory. "I realized I had 
to come to the United States to train if 
I was going to win a gold medal," he said. 
"The races in the United States ire 
almost as tough as the Olympic finala."

"However, we are checking it because we 
believe that it is our duty to the NBA teams which are 
interested in drafting Gilmore. 


"The rumors on a possible ailment of Gilmore were very 


sketchy, with no idea of just what sort of heart problem Gilmore 
is supposed to have had," said Gourdine. "We are still 
investigating, but have found nothing. If we find anything at 
all that might warrant it, we could ask him to submit to a 
physical examination, but I don't know if we could compel him 
to take an exam." 


Gilmore is one of 20 players who will be up for selection on 


Tuesday, All either played for the Kentucky Colonels or the 
Spirits of St. Louis last season, both clubs of which were not 
included in last month's NBA-ABA merger. Kentucky felt the 
$3.2 admittance price into the NBA was too expensive while 
the NBA failed to add the St. Louis franchise which had moved 
to Utah prior to the merger. 


The Chicago Bulls will pick first based on having finished 


with the worst won-lost record in the NBA last season. The 
Bulls, in dire need for a dominant center, were expected to 
select Gilmore, who the league has determined will cost $1.1 
million dollars. That money will be used to payoff legal 
obligations to the defunct ABA clubs as well as other debts and 
obligations. It is exclusive of money to be paid Gilmore upon 
his ratification of a contract with the Bulls. 


Gilmore averaged a career high 24.6 points a game last 


season, fourth best in the ABA. In addition, he averaged 15.5 
rebounds per game and was named to the All-Star team for 
the fifth successive season. Gilmore was named both the ABA's 
Rookie-of-the-Year and the league's Most Valuable Player for 
the 1971-2 season.

Joe's Mets Lack Punch 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Not 


even joe Frazier has been able 
to put any punch into the New 
York Mets' lineup. 


Frazier, the Mets' rookie 


manager whose name is better 
known for its namesake, the 
former world heavyweight 
champion, saw his team drop 
a 1-0,13-inning decision to the 
Pittsburgh Pirates Wednesday 
night. The Mets have now 
scored six runs in their last 
four games. 


New York was punchless at 


the plate, limited to six hits by 
Pittsburgh starter Doc Med- 
ich. who went the first 10 
innings, and reliever Dave 
Giusti. 


Medich, a major disappoint- 


ment to the Pirates after being 
obtained in a key off-season 
trade with the New York Yan- 
kees, has had difficulty adjust- 


ing to National League hitters. 
Expected to provide leader- 
ship the Pirates' pitching staff, 
Medich has only completed 
three of the 19 games he's 
started this season and en- 
tered Wednesday night's game 
having lost five of his previous 
six decisions. But the anemic 
Meta' lineup, missing the dan- 
gerous bat of major league 
home run leader Dave King- 
man who is out for at least 
another month with an injured 
thumb, helped Medich's 
statistics adopt a more healthy 
look. 


Medich permitted five hits 


and two walks in the 10 in- 
nings he worked and retired 16 
batters in succession from the 
third through the eighth in- 
nings. An off-season medical 
student, Medich has now al- 
lowed only two runs against 


the Mets in 28 innings this 
season. He lowered his ERA 
from 4.23 to 3.89 with his 10 
shutout innings. 


"I know we're not going to 


score many runs against Tom 
Seaver (the Mets' starter)," 
said Medich. "You just have to 
hope that somewhere along the 
line you're going to get a 
break." 


Richie Hebner, bothered all 


season by a bad back, powered 
his fourth homer of the year 
into the right field bu'lpen to 
give Pittsburgh its' margin of 
victory. 


Dave Giusti, who also has 


missed most of the season be- 
cause of a variety of injuries, 
picked up his first victory with 
three innings of one-hit relief. 


Seaver went the first 10 in- 


nings for the Mets and was not 
involved in the decision. 


Jones on Target for 30

Randy Jones is already tired of talking about 


the prospect of winning 30 games, but his 
chances should keep baseball fans speculating 
for quite some time. 


The 26-year-old left-hander tightened his 


stranglehold on the Cy Young Award that 
eluded him last season by winning his 18th 
game Wednesday night with a 10-inning seven- 
hitter as the San Diego Padres edged the 
Houston Astros, 2-1. 


Working, as he does, with three days rest, 


Jones should get at least 15 more starts in San 
Diego's remaining 61 games. If he maintains his 
present winning percentage and stays injury- 
free, Jones should win 30. 


What does he think? 
"If I get to 29 and have any starts left, I've 


got a good chance," Jones concedes. For months 
he has refused to theorize about his chances for 
30, saying that he would take his victories one 
game at a time. 


Even if he falls short of 30, Jones may set a 


National League record for the most wins by a 
left-hander in one season. Sandy Koufax and 
Steve Carlton share the record of 27. 


Jones, now 18-4, described his repertoire 


against the Astros by saying "I had good stuff 
tonight. I used a lot of sinkerballs and didn't 
make any mistakes." 


Houston's Bob Watson concurred, adding: 


"The guy's a magician. I don't know how many 
ground balls we hit (18). He keeps the ball low 
and outside and it's really tough to hit." 


Rookie Joaquin Andujar, 6-7, went the dis- 


tance for the Astros, allowing nine hits, striking 
out seven and earning Jones' praise. 


"Andujar pitched real well," Jones said. "He 


worked himself out of some real tight spots, and 
that's the mark of a real good pitcher."

MONTREAL (UPI) — Antigua, you could say, is here on 


a pass. 


The friendly little island of 65,000 in the Caribbean 


probably never would've made it to the Olympics, its first 
ever, had it not been for contributions by private companies. 


Antigua reminds you of that line Pete Rose uses. As 


a kid, he says, his family was so poor that his sister was 
made in Japan. 


Same thing with Antigua. It doesn't even have its own 


Olympic pin. It wouldn't have uniforms either if not for 
the money put up by those companies. 


Closest Antigua's 10 athletes have come to a medal is 


anytime some of the other countries' winners have let them 
look at one, yet if it wasn't for Antigua, these Olympic 
Games could've easily come apart. 


Ask the Olympic athletes. They'll give it to you straight. 
What they'll tell you is that more than anyone else, one 


man kept them competing here, prevented them in many 
cases from dropping out of the Games, and the man they 
mean is Antigua's team doctor. 


He uses no contraptions, no witch's brew, no drugs, all he 


uses is his two good hands and some common'sense, and 
the miraculous results Dr. Leroy Perry of Pasadena, Calif., 
achieves with them can not possibly be believed without 
being seen. 


If you're wondering what a California doctor is doing 


with Antigua and not the U.S. team, the answer is that 
Leroy Perry isn't a medical doctor, he's a chiropractic 
doctor with special training in applied kinesiology, and 
as such, the U.S. Olympic Committee doesn't want any 
part of him. 


Before the Olympics got underway, U.S. athletes got 


up a petition to have Perry included on the medical staff 
that would take care of them here because many are his 
private patients in California and know how much he can 
help them. 


The athletes felt so strongly, they went to Sen. John 


Tunney (R-Cal.) asking his help, but in the end, Perry 
didn't make it with the U.S. team. 


Most U.S.O.C. officials are strait-laced. They discouraged 


U.S. athletes from being treated by Perry here on the 
grounds he wasn't a medical doctor, but the athletes paid 
no attention. They went to be treated by the 30-year-old 
Perry every day. 


In the discus throw alone, all three U.S. entrants, gold 


medalist Mac Wilkins, bronze medalist John Powell and 
veteran Jay Silvester, came to him for help. Powell said he 
wouldn't have been able to compete in Sunday's final had 
it not been for Perry, who worked on him for more than two 
hours that same morning. 


Some of the other U.S. athletes who came to Perry for 


treatment here were Dwight Stones, Arnie Robinson, Al 
Feuerbach, Bruce Furniss, Bruce Jenner, Sam Colson, 
Francie Larrieu and Jane Frederick. 


After Wilkins won his gold medal, he appreciated what 


Perry had done for him so much, he gave him his discus. 
Colson gave him his javelin, and when is the last time you 
ever heard of an an athlete giving anybody ANYTHING? 


Perry is the Pied Piper of the Olympics. He paid his 


own way over here, received nothing for treating any of 
the athletes and said he was happy to do it. Athletes from 
21 countries flocked to his room to be treated by him 
every day. 


Sometimes, Perry put in as much as 20 hours a day 


working on athletes. His only assistant was John 
O'Boyle of Washington, but most of the time he worked 
alone. 


An athlete would come hobbling into his room with a bad 


back, a pulled hamstring or maybe a neck problem, and it 
wouldn't be long before he or she would walk out again, good 
as new, ready to compete. 


"To make it short, I never would've been able to run if 


not for Doc," says Antigua sprinter Fred Sowerby. "John 
Akii-Bua said the same thing before he left here. Doc Perry 
has done more than any one man to keep us athletes 
competing in the Olympics. We call him 'Doctor Magic 
Fingers.'" 


Of all those here, Tracy Sundlun, head coach of Antigua's 


track and field team, knows Perry best. 


"He's not God," says Sundlun. "What he knows can be 


learned by anyone—to a degree. But his greatest asset is his 
empathy and understanding. He simply goes all out for the 
athletes. He believes in them. I never had any faith in 
chiropractors but I've seen what he can do. I had asthma 
and I let him treat me. He cleared it up in one evening. I've 
become his biggest advocate." 


Stones: 'Trip Home Guarantees Gold' 


MONTREAL (UPI) - Dwight Stones, describing himself as glib, self- 


confident, vivacious "and anything else you want to call me," said Wednesday 
going home for a week instead of hanging around the Olympic Village 
"guarantees now I'm going to win the high jump gold medal." 


Stone?, speaking nearly non-stop at an hour-long news conference, touched 


on many subjects, ranging from politics to sex, Mac Wilkins, Mike Marshall, 
the U.S. Olympic Committee, his parents and getting an education. But, as 
might be expected, the Olympic high jump was his chief concern. 


"I went home because I had to get my head screwed on right before 


competing," said the tall, good looking Califomian who won the bronze medal 
at Munich in 1972 and has lived ever day of the last four years in anticipation 
of winning the gold here. 


Stones said he is mentally and physically prepared for the high jump. 


"Realistically, I should be a 9-10 favorite to win the gold medal. I'm the best 
prepared and the most experienced man in the field. 


"Two things could foul me up, though: The first is rain and the second is 


a big field. They made the qualifying height top low, and as a result there may 
he as many as 25 men in the final, all jumping in one flight. 


"Now who the heck had that brilliant idea? We could be jumping far into 


the night." 


Stones blasted the Organizing Committee, saying: "I don't like the French 


Canadians because they have screwed up the whole Olympics. They had six 
years to build a stadium and they still haven't finished it. The whole park is 
unreal. The grass is dangerous and if you run on it, you risk getting shin splints 
or a sprained ankle. 


Tate Battles Teo 
In Meeting of Heavies 


"I think it's rude of the French Canadians. They have done a bum job and 


they deserve to get criticized for it. 


"I was here in March for an indoor meet, and they screwed that up, too. At 


that time I went out to the Olympic village, and before returning home, I made 
a plane reservation for last week — the one I used to go home this time and 
get myself ready for the Olympics," he said. 


Stones said he simply couldn't stand living in an apartment with 11 other 


athletes for two weeks while waiting for his event, one of the last in track and 
field. 


"On top of that, the food here is lousy," he said. 
"In fact, the whole village is lousy. They didn't plan it right and they are 


running it even worse. Who could blame anyone for not wanting to train here. 
All they have is one training track, and it's a terrible one," he said. 


"In Munich there were four training tracks and everyone got in his work 


without being hassled by somone else. 


"The fact they have gotten a couple of world records already in track and 


field is a tribute to the athletes and no one in Montreal should be trying to 
take credit for it," he said. 


On other subjects, Stones, who seemingly has an opinion on everything and 


isn't bashful about expressing it, said: 


—"Politics took over these Olympics because the Canadians let it happen. 


In fact, they started it." 


—"Another reason I went home was to have a normal sex life. How could you 


bring a date home in the village to an apartment with 11 guys watching?" 


MONTREAL (UPI) - Two 


days before the end, America's 
John Tate and Cuba's Teofilo 
Stevenson will wage war today 
for the Olympic heavyweight 
' boxing championship. 


Officially, it's only the semi- 


finals, where the loser gets a 
bronze and 
the winner a 


chance for the gold. But few 
people doubt that the survivor 
of this clash, if he can stand, 
will win the gold on Saturday. 


John Tate, a 21-year old 


truck driver from Knoxville, 
Tenn., who decided 19 months 
ago to try a little boxing, is at 
the peak of an incredible climb 
that has pitted him against the 
defending champion for one of 
the most glamorous prizes in 
sports. 


Tate is a 6-foot 4, 225-pound 


bull. His legs don't dance and 
his arms don't whale but when 
he gets inside on his man he 
pounds and clubs and bangs 
until the referee calls a clinch. 


Tate's style is not exciting or 


complicated but ever since he 
decided to attempt the Olym- 
pics, it has been effective. He 
beat the two major contenders 
for a berth on the team and 
outpointed two seasoned but 
plodding veterans from Poland 
and West Germany in his first 
two fights here. 


In Teofilo Stevenson, Tate is 


up against the man who is the 
Olympic ideal, a man who 
spoke of the love of his people 
while turning 
down multi- 


million dollar offers to defect 
and turn professional. 


A handsome, self-assured 


24-year old with an easy, se- 
cure life in the Caribbean, 
Stevenson is also a dynamic 
boxer, a veteran of over 500 
fights, who whipped highly- 
touted Duane Bobick of the 
U.S. enroute to the cham- 
pionship in 1972 and has reg- 
isted first and second round 
knockouts in his first two 
bouts here. 


But Tate and Stevenson 


each 
have 
their

marks. Tate's is in the form of 
a one-inch cut over his left eye, 
suffered ir. his first fight and 
reopened again Wednesday. 
Stevenson's is the doubt he

MONTREAL (UPI) - For 33-year-old veter- 


an Willie Davenport, his bronze medal in his 
fourth Olympics seemed almost as good as a 
victory. For the U.S. track and field team at the 
Montreal Olympics, it was another fruitless day 
of bitter frustration. 


France's Guy Drut dashed the U.S. gold 


medal hopes in the 110-meter high hurdles and 
then credited his training in America for his 
win. After competing in his fourth Olympic 
Games, Davenport agreed the United States 
needed a shot in the arm. 


"We're as good as we used to be," Davenport 


said Wednesday. "But the rest of the world has 
caught us. What we're lacking in America is a 
development program. We're going to have to 
develop something for the post collegians. 


"I can't be specific about what we need 


because I think it's something you have to study 
first. But government support might be a 
solution." 


On the fifth day of the eight-day competition 


at the Olympic Stadium, Davenport's second 
Olympic medal was all the United States could 
come up with. Davenport won at Mexico City 
eight years ago. 


In contrast to America's meager total of two 


gold medals here, accounted for by Mac Wilkins 
in the discus and Edwin Moses in the in- 
termediate hurdles, the United States piled up 
15 golds, 12 of them by men, in 1968. That total 
slipped to six, all by men, four years ago. If 
things keep going as they have been here, it 
could be even fewer this time. 


But America has a solid shot to capture the 


long jump today with Arnie Robinson, 1972 
Olympic champion Randy Williams and Larry 
Myricks entered. Robinson has the best jump 
in the world this year at 27-3 '/z and is the 
favorite. 


In another glamour final today, the U.S. 


quarter-mile trio of Maxie Parks, Herman 
Frazier and Fred Newhouse will attempt to stop 
Cuba's sensational Alberto Juantorena from 
becoming the first man in Olympic history to 
chalk up an 800-400 double. Juantorena cap- 
tured the 800 in a world record 1:43.50 Saturday 
and has the fastest 400 time in the world this 
year at 44.70. 


Mai Whitfield came the closest to the feat at 


London in 1948 when he won the 800 and 
finished third three days later. 


"I realized I had to come to the United States 


to train if 1 was going to win a gold medal," 
emphasized Drut, who finished second to Rod 
Milburn in the Munich Games. "The races in 
the United States are almost as tough as the 
Olympic finals." 


Shaven-headed 
veteran 
Charles Foster, 


America's No. 1 high hurdles hopeful, and 
UCLA's James Owens finished fourth and 
sixth, respectively, while Cuba's Alejandro 
Casanas got the silver medal behind Drut, who 
was clocked in 13.30. Casanas was timed in 
13:33 and Davenport 13.38. 


"I'll settle for this," Davenport smiled. "I 


wanted a gold but this makes me very happy. 
I've come a long, long way and this is a nice 
way to go out of the Olympics. I gave it the best 
I had. I'm going to compete during the indoor 
season and that'll be it." 


Joni Huntley, a 19-year-old Oregon State 


coed from Sheridan, Ore., cleared 6-2 >/2 but had 
to settle for fifth in the women's high jump. 
Rosemarie Ackermann of East Germany won at 
6-4, one of six gold medals captured in 20 events 
by the East Germans. 


"I wanted a medal very badly," said Huntley. 


"I thought I'd get it. Maybe next time if I'm 
still jumping at that time. I'm going to take it 
one year at a time." 


Dick Buerkle, a two-time AAU champion and 


the United States' No. 1 5,000-meter runner, 
failed to make it to Friday's 5,000 finals when 
he came in ninth in his qualifying heat as 
Britian's Brendan Foster set an Olympic record 
of 13:20.34. 


"I thought that pace would come back to 


me," explained Buerkle. "What can I say? I 
wasn't ready. It's my own fault. I didn't do 
enough work."

Holmes' Cocaine Case 


AMARILLO, Tex. (UPI) — An attorney for Ernie Holmes 


of the Pittsburgh Steelers says he will request the defensive 
tackle's trial on cocaine possession charges be postponed until 
after the football season. 


Judge George Dowlen said Wednesday he would consider 


such a motion from defense attorney Charles Rittenberry to 
delay Holmes' trial, scheduled for Oct. 4. 


"My policy is to call the cases first of the people who are 


already in jail awaiting trial," Dowlen said. "Then, I call the 
ones of the people who are out on bond. Mr. Holmes is out on 
bond, and I do not feel another two months or so is going to 
make that much difference." 


"We would naturally oppose such a motion because we are 


ready to go to trial now," said Potter County District Attorney 
Tom Curtis. 
-^Rittenberry has said Curtis is trying to gain publicity by 
asking for the trial in the middle of the football season. But 
Curtis says cases similar to the one facing Holmes usually take 
a day or two, and the Holmes trial would be treated "the same 
as any other case in this county." 


Curtis said no pre-trial motions had been filed with the 


district clerk because the trial date had just been set. He said, 
however, now that the case was on the docket, motions would 
be filed by both the defense and the state. 


Holmes was arrested Jan. 31 by three agents of Amarillo's 


Metro Intelligence Unit. He was accused of buying 250 
milligrams of cocaine in the restroom of a hotel while attending 
a wedding. He was arraigned Feb. 2 and released on 81,000 
bond. 


Possession of that small amount of cocaine is a felony in 


Texas, although many first offenders are given probation. 


Holmes previously pleaded guilty to wounding an Ohio state 


police helicopter pilot in March, 1973. The incident occurred 
when Holmes suffered a nervous breakdown. He was placed on 
probation at the recommendation of a psychiatrist.

Congressman Favors Penalties for Beanball Wars 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A member of the House committee 


on professional sports recommended today that baseball im- 
pose $5,000 fines and 30-day suspensions to stop deliberate 
beanballing. 


Rep. Ronald Mottle, D-Ohio, said he favored the harsh 


penalties in the aftermath of an episode Tuesday in which 
Baltimore's Reggie Jackson was hit in the face with a pitch by 
New York's Dock Ellis and Jim Palmer of the Orioles retaliated 
by hitting Mickey Rivers. 


"I think the penalty for throwing at somebody with a baseball 


at 95 miles per hour should be made so prohibitive that it would 
be a real deterrent," Mottle said after Commissioner Bowie 
Kuhn indicated to the House group that possible tougher 
penalties are being studied to curb head-hunting. 


Kuhn said he wanted "to make it clear I don't condone 


intentional violence in baseball and if, as it is possible, we need 
to strengthen the rules, that will be done." 


Another witness before the House group, Ron Roberts, 


executive director of the players' union for the World Hockey 
Association, told the committee that the WHA players have 
recommended a tough set of rules to curb excessive violence 
on the ice. One recommendation would call for a season's 
suspension for any third-time instigator of stick fighting. 


Kuhn also forecast an expansion of the National League to 


match the new 14-team format of the American League, with 
the likelihood of baseball returning to Washington. 


Asked about the prospects of a team in the nation's capital 


in the near future, the commissioner replied, "If you mean in 
1977,1 would say it is difficult for me to say that that is the 
year. But baseball is funny and anything can happen." 


Kuhn added, however, "It is only a matter of time" before 


the National League adds two teams.

He declined to flatly guarantee an expansion team for the 


city but told the House group: "If the National League expands 
and there is the quality of ownership available that I think is

"Rather than saying I guarantee it, I can only say I'll do 


everything in my power to bring it about. That's a better way 
than trying to do it by fiat." 


About the beaning of Jackson by Yankee pitcher Ellis and 


the retaliatory hitting' of New York's Mickey Rivers by 


Baltimore's Palmer, Kuhn said he had instructed the Rules 
Committee to look at the problem when there was a flareup 
of similar incidents earlier in the seasje said he thought some 
recommendations would be forthcoming shortly. 


Earlier, Ed Garvey, executive director of the NFL Players 


Association, testified that the pro football owners had rejected 
a no-strike pledge by the players this season in return for a 
resumption of payments into the pension fund and reinstitution 
of a dues checkoff for members. 


"As matters now stand, the players are free to strike," he 


said. "Whether there will be one, I don't know." 


Garvey also told the committee that the "horror stories" 


predicted by the owners when the Rozelle Rule was struck down 
and 24 players became free agents had been proven false. 


He recalled management claims that the rich owners such 


as Lamar Hunt, Clint Murchison and Bud Adams, or the 
glamor cities such as Los Angeles and New York, would land 
all the free agents. 


Instead, the union spokesman said, Hunt didn't sign a single 


free agent for Kansas City, Murchison's Dallas Cowboys lost 
two players and signed only one and Adams' Houston Oilers 
only attracted one. 


In addition, Garvey noted, such cold weather cities as 


Cleveland and Minnesota were able to sign up free agent stars.

Gets Help 


ALBANY (UPI) - As ex- 


pected, Gov. Hugh Carey has 
approved legislation giving the 
stock market a S42 million- 
ayear tax break to help keep 
t!ie securities industry from 
fleeing New York City. 


Carey said Wednesday he 


had signed the bill, which will 
give 
about 7,000 "market 


makers" credits on their state 
and city income taxes to coun- 
ter the effects of a stock 
transfer tax enacted last year. 


His approval had been vir- 


tually certain, since he 
purposed the measure. 


The credit legislation will 


have no impact on either the 
city or state during their cur- 
rent fiscal years. Payments of 
any refunds for credits against 
the tax will be delayed until 
Aug. 1, 1977. 


When he introduced the leg- 


islation last month, Carey esti- 
mated that when the tax be- 
comes fully effective in 197879, 
"the city and state will each 
incur a revenue loss of approx- 
imately S21 million annually." 


The stock transfer tax itself 


cannot be repealed because its 
revenues are tied to bonds is- 
sued by the Municipal As- 
sistance Corp. to help fund 
New York City's short-term 
debt.. 


The 
three-year 
tax 
was 


enacted late last year as part 
of the plan to rescue the fiscal- 
ly tottering city. 


Nearly all of the market- 


makers, who create markets 
for securities by buying stocks 
for their own accounts in con- 
templation of Quickly selling 
them, are based in the over- 
thecounter market or on the 
floors of (he New York and 
American stock exchanges in 
New York City. 


Several large brokerage 


houses have recently moved 
their trading operations from 
Manhattan to New Jersey, 
which has no such tax. Stock 
market reprsentatives lobbied 
strongly for the legislation.

The Senate has voted new 
limits on who can see and use 
a taxpayer's income tax re- 
turn. 


The action buttresses "the 


right of all Americans to be 
secure from government 
snooping into their private tax 
information," said Sen. Lowell 
Weicker,-R-Conn:,-after the 
•Senate Tuesday approved a 
major section of the tax re- 
vision bill. 

The approval is tentative be- 
cause it is subject to later 
reconsideration as the Senate 
completes the lengthy bill and 
the House adjusts diffe/encef.

the president to ask in writing 


. for access to a fax return, and 
- the information could go only 


Vtq the_ p.-esident and certain 


oitilr officials. 


^TJie Justice Department, if 
it wanted to see returns, would 
have to show "probable cause" 
the taxpayer was violating the 
law, for a court to allow access 
to the return in a nontax mat- 
ter. 


Before the Internal Revenue 


Service could furnish any tax 
information to another agency, 
the agency would have to set 
procedures "satisfactory to the 
IRS for safeguarding the tax 
information it receives," the 
Senate Finance Committee 
said in a report on the bill. 


The bill would make certain 


unauthorized disclosures felo- 
nies rather than misde- 
meanors, with a prison penalty 
of up to five years and fine up 
to $5,000. 


It also would set standards 


for those who prepare tax re- 
turns as a business. It would 
exempt winnings from state 
lotteries, keno games, bingo 
an& slot machines from 
withholding requirements.
